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AnOration of Pope Sixtus the fift 


in Rome in the full aſſemblie of the 
Cardinalles. 


Dulidering oftentimes with my ſelfe, 
and applying mp whole vnderſtanding 
vnto theſe things, which now of late 
by a iuſt iudgement of God, are come 
lo paſſe: A thinke J map with right 
vſe the woꝛds of the Pꝛophet Abacuck 
ſaping : I haue wrought a worke in 
your daies, and none will beleeue it, though it be told 
them, The French King is llaine by the hands of a Friar, 
in vnto this it may fitly be compared, although the Pꝛo⸗ 
phet ſpake of an other thing, namely of the incarnation of 
tur Lo2d, which exceedeth and ſurmounteth all other won- 
ders and miracles whatſoener: as alſo the Apoſtle S. aul 
referreth the ſame woꝛdes unto the reſurrection of Chꝛiſt. 
When the Pꝛophet ſayde a worke, his unnde was not 
to ſignific by it ſome common oz oꝛdinarie thing, but a 
rare and notable matter, and a dede wozthie to be re- 
membꝛed, as that of the creation of the woꝛlde, The hea⸗ 
tens are the woꝛkes of thine handes : And againe, He re- 
ſed the leauenth day, ol all the wozkes which he had made. 
When he ſayth, haue wroughc, with theſe wozdes the 

holy Scripture is wont to expꝛeſſe thinges not come to 

paſſe by caſualtie, foꝛtune, oꝛ accident, but things befallen 

by the determined pꝛouldence, will, and oꝛdinance of God, 

ic dur Sautour ſapde : The wozkes which J doe, ye ſhall 

doe alſo, and pet greater, and many moze ſuch like where- 

with the holy Scriptures are repleniſhed. And that he ſaith 

that it is done in times paſt , herein hee followeth the vie 

and oꝛder ol the other Pꝛophets, who fo2 the certentie of 
the euent are wont to pꝛopheſie of things ta come as il they 
were paſt alreadie, Fo2 the Phitaſopheps fap, that things

paſt are of neceſlitie things pꝛeſent, of being: and thinges 
to come only of pollibllitie, Fo2 which certaintie the Pꝛo⸗ 
phet Iſaie long befoze pꝛophilping of the death of Cha, 
hath thus ſpoken: He was led as a ſherpe to the laughter 
and like a dumme lambe befoze his ſhearer, ſo opened her 
not his mouth, xc. And this whereof we ſpeake at thiz 
p2eſent, and which is come to paſſe in theſe our dayes, is a 
famons, notable, and an vntredible thing not done oz at; 
cheiued without the particular pꝛouidence and diſpoſition 
of the Almightte, A Friar hath kilde a King, not a pain 
ted one, oꝛ dꝛawen vpon a peece of paper, oꝛ pictured vpon 
a wall, but the King of France, in the midcf ofhis armie, 
compaſſcd and enutroned round about with his Guard and 
Souldiers: which truely is ſuch an ad, and donne in ſuch 
a manner, that none will beleeve it, when it ſhall be tolde 
them, and perhaps our poſteritie and the age to come will 
account and eſterme it but a fable. 

That the king is dead oꝛ elſe ſlaine, it is caſily to be be⸗ 
lerued, brit that he is kid and taken away in this ſoꝛt, is 
hardly to be credited, euen as we pꝛeſently agree vnto this 
that Chzift is boꝛne of a woman , but if we adde vnto it of 
a woman virgine, then following naturall ceaſon we can 
in no wiſe aſſent vnto it. Euen ſo we lightly belctue that 
Chaiff died, but that he is riſen vp againe from vcath to life, 
it lalleth harde vnto mans vnderſtanding, and there⸗ 
foze not lightly digeſted. That one is wakened againe cut 
ofa llepe, extaſte, oꝛ a ſound, becanſe it is net againlt na 
ture, we naturally beleue it, but to be riſen agame from 
death, it ſcemeth ſo vncredible vato the fleſh, that S. Paule 
diſputing in Athens ol this point, was milliked greatly, 
and accuſed to be a ſetter ſoꝛth of new Gods , ſo that ma⸗ 
ny (as S. A uke witneſleth) did mocke him, and many to2 
the ſtrangenelſe of the dodrine ſaide, We will heare the 
againe of thts thing. Of ſuch things therefo22 which betall 
not, accoꝛding to the lawes of nature, and the c:dinarie 
courſe thereof, ſpeaketh the Pzophet , That none ſhall be⸗ 
leeue it when it ſhall be tolde them, But wee giue =

mo tt by conſideration of the amnipotencie of God), and 
ſubmiſſion of our bnderſkanding vnder the obedience of 
faith,and ſeruite which we owe vito our Saujour Chaft, 
and by theſe meanes this that was intredible by nature, 


tummeth credible by faith : therefoze we that beteue not 
after the ficſh that Chꝛiſt is bone of a virgine , yet when 


there is added veto it, that this was doone ſupernaturally 


by operation of the holy Ghoſt : then truelp we agree vnto 
it, and faitzfully belceue it. Do like wiſe when it is faide 
that Chꝛiſt is riſen againe from the dead, as wee are fleſh 
mely we belteue it not, but when it is affirmed that this 


was done by the power cf the diuine nature which in him 


was,then without any doubting we belecue it. In the ſame 


manner when it ſhall be tolde vs that ſich a mightte King 
was kilde by a po:e, ſimple, and a weake Friar., euen in 
the middeſt of Hts armie , and enutroned with his Guards- 


andSouldiers , to our naturall reaſon and fleſhly capacitte 
t will ſeeme vncredible, pet conſidering on the other ſide 
the great and grieuous ſimies of this Ling, and the ſpectall 
pnouidence of the almightie herein, and by what accuffo- 
ind and wonderfull meanes he hath accompliſhed his moſt 
luſt will and iudgement againſt him, then moft firmely we 
willbeleene it. Therefoꝛe this great æ miraculous woꝛke 


Imap but onely aſcribe it vnto the particular pꝛouidence 


of God, not as thoſe that referre all things amiſſe vnto 
ſome oꝛdinarie cauſes, o2 vnto foʒtime, oꝛ ſuch like actiden⸗ 


tarie euentes, but as thoſe who ( mo2e neere obſeruing and 


loking in the courſe of the whole matter) eaſcly ſer that 


re in this befell many things, which could in no wiſe haue 
bene bꝛonght to paſſe and diſpatched without the ſpeciall 


helpe of God. And truely the ſtate of Kings and kingdoms 
m all other ſuch rare and weightie affaires ſhould not be 
thought to be gouerned of God raſhly and vnadtuſedly. In 
theholy Scripture ſome are of this kind, and none of them 
can be referred vnto any other thing, but vnto God the on- 
ly anthoz therof: pet there are none wherein the celeſtiall 
operation moze appeareth _ in this whereof we ſpeake 

3 at. 
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at this pꝛeſent. e read in the ſirſt boke ol the Machab. 
the 6. chap; how Eleazar offered humſelſe vnto a certaine 
death to kill the king that was an enemie and perſecatoz 
of the people and childꝛen of God. Fo? in the battel 
eſpying an Eliphant moze excellent then any of the ether 
beaſtes, whcreupon it was like that the king was with 
a ſwift courſe caſting himſelfe in the middeſt ol the troupes 
of his enemies, here and there making a wap perfozce , 
came to the beaſt at laſt, and went vader her, and thug 
bis ſwoꝛd in her belly and ſlewe her, who falling with the 
great waight of her bodie pꝛeſt him to death, and kilde 
him out of hande. Mere in this we ſer ſome thinges not 
vnlike vnto ours, as much as toucheth the zeale, vali- 
antneſſe of minde , and the ue of the enterpꝛiſe, pet 
in the reſt there is no compariſon to be made. Clea- 
zarus was a Souldier , exerciſed tn weapons, and trai⸗ 
ned vp in warres , ſet in battell, embouldencd with cou⸗ 
rage, and inflamed with rage and anger : this a Friar 
not in-ured to the fight , and ſo abhoꝛring of bloudby the 
o2der of his pzofefſion, that perhappes hee could not abide 
the cutting of a vaine . He knew the kinde of his death, 
as alſo the place of his buriall , namely that be ſhould be 
intombed vnder the fall of the beaſt, and ſo buried in the 
middeff of his triumph and victoꝛie. This man did 
loke foz death onelp , and expeded nothing but vnknow- 
en and moſt cruell toꝛments, and did not doubt befoze, but 
that he ſhould lacke a graue to reſt within. But in this 
are pet many other thinges that can ſuffer no compariſon, | 
Che famous hiſtoꝛie ol the holy woman Judith is ſuffi- | 
cicntly knowen, who take counſell with her ſelle, that 
the might deliucr her Citie and the people of God (no 
doubt by the inſpiration of the holy ghoſt) to murther 
Holophernes chiefe Captaine and Pzince of the enemies 
fo2ces, which ſhe alſo moſt valiantly accompliſhed, Wher- 
in although appeare many and moſt manifeſt tokens of 
deaucnly direction , pet farre greater argumentes of 
Gods pꝛouidence, are to * 
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king; and the deltuering of the Citie of Paris, farre 
more difficult and harder to be bzonght to paſſe , then was 
the enterpꝛiſe of Judith , foz this holy woman diſcloſed part 
of her intention befoze vnto the Gouernours of the Citie, 
and went not without great commendation of 

and olde, thꝛough the gates of Bethalia, and by the watch, 
n light andp2eſence of the Slders, and Pꝛinces of that 
place : and by that meanes-wasnot ſubied vnto their exa⸗ 
mination and ſearching which is alwayes vcd ſo ſtrictly in 
time of edge and warre, that a flie can hardly without ex⸗ 
mining get by. She being come to the enemie, thzough 
whoſe campe and watches ſhe was to goe, and now often 
times examined and ſearched, being a woman, carrying no 
letters noꝛ weapons about her, from whence any ſuſpitiorr 
might grow, & yeeldingp2obable reaſons ofher comming 
there, and abandoning of her countrie, was eaſely diſchar- 
ged. As alſo foz the ſame cauſes, e foz her ſexe and exquiſite 
beautie being bzought befoze this lewdPz2ince whom luſt, 
wine,+ god cheere had rockt a ſleepe, might lightly perfoꝛm 
that which ſhe had determined befoze. But this religious 


man had vndertaken a matter of greater waight, and alſo” 


perfozmde it, which was compaſſed with ſo many impedi⸗ 
ments.difficulties dangers, that it vv no earthly meancs 
tou haue beene bꝛought to paſſe without the maniſeſt o2- 
dnante ſpeciall ayde of the almightie. Firſt letters of co- 
mendation were to be pꝛocured from the enemie, then was 


he conſtrained to goe though that gate of the Citie, which 


direnly went to the enemies campe, the which without 
doubt was ſo narrowly kept and watched in the extremitie 
ofthat ſiedge. that cuery trifle bzed ſuſpition, none were 
uffred to go foꝛth without curious ſearching befoꝛe, touch⸗ 


ing their letters, buſines, and aflaires they had But he (a 
wonderfull thing) went by the watch vnexamined, yea 
with letters of commendation vnto the enemie, which if. 


thep had berne intercepted by the Citizens, without delay x- 

urther ſentence he ſhouldhane bene executed pꝛeſently, x 

therfoze this is a manifeſt — Gods pꝛouidente⸗

But this is afar greater nuracle, that he wilt aut fears 
ching went alſo thequgh the ennemies campe, by diere 
watches andſentinelles, and, which moꝛe is, th!ongh the 
garde of the Kings body, andfinally, thꝛough the whale 
army, which was compactedalmoſt of none but Huge- 
notes and Heretickes, he being a religious man, and appa⸗ 
relled after the ozder ol his p2ofeſſion, which was ſo odions 
vnto them, that they killed, oꝛ at leaſt greatly miſuſed all 


thoſe friars, whome they found in thoſe places, whichnot | 


long befoꝛe they had taken perfo2ce about Paris. Judith 
was a waman, and nothing odionus , pet examined oſten⸗ 
times, thc carried nothing about her that might haue tur⸗ 
ned to her danger oꝛ deſtrudion. This man, a friar, and 
therefoze hated, and moſt ſuſpected, hauing alſo a knife pꝛe⸗ 
pared fo2 that purpoſe, not put vp in a ſheath, (which might 


haue made his excuſation pꝛobable) but bare and hidden in 


his ſleeue , which if it had bene found about him, p:eſentlp 
without any further iudgement ſhoulde haue berne hanged, 
All theſe are ſuch cleare arguments of the particular pou 


dence of God, that they cannot be denied 02 diſp:aued: and | 
it coulde not be otherwiſe , but that God blinded the cies of | 
the ennemies, fo that they could not ſee no2 knowe him, 


F82 as we haue faid-befoze., although ſome abſurdly aſcribe 
this vnto foꝛtune, oz vnto ſome other fuch like accident, yet 


we thinke gam to referre all this to none elſe, but vnto the 


holy will and oꝛdinance ol God. And truely J coulde nat 
beleeuc this to haue bene done otherwiſe, vnleſſe J ſhoulde 
captiue and ſubmit my vnderſtanding vnder the obedience 
ol Chꝛiſt his doctrine, who had determined by theſe mira- 
culous meanes townlet and deliuer the city of Paris which 
as we haue heard hath bene in great daunger and ertremi⸗ 
tie) and iuſlly punifh the hainous and notozious ſinnes of 
that king, and take him awap out of this woꝛlde by ſuch 
an vnhappie and infamous death. And we truely (not 
without great inward grieſe) haue oftentimes ſoꝛetold, that 
as he was the laſt of his name and familie, fo was he une 
to haue, and mate ſome ſtrange and ſhamelull ende of - 4

life, Which, that J haue oftentimes ſaid it, not onely the 
Cardinalles Io ioſa, Lenocurtius, and he of Parts, but al- 
ſo the Oꝛatour at that time here reſident , can ſufficientlie 
witneſſe and teſtifie. Me will not ſceme to call here to af- 
firme our woꝛdes, fo2 thoſe that are already deceaſſed, but 
theliuing, and ſome of them at this time pꝛeſent do vet wel 
remember them : yet notwithſtanding we will not vnrippe 
all that we are able and foꝛced to ſpeake againſt this vnfo2- 

- tmnate king, fo2 the moſt noble realme of Fraunce it ſake , 
which we ſhall pꝛoſecute and foſter hereafter , as wee haue 
done alwayes befo2e with all fatherly lone, honour, and af- 
(ection, This therefo2e which we with griefe haue ſpoken 
toucheth onely the kinges perſon, whoſe vnhappie and 
bnluckic ende depꝛiueth and exempteth him alſo of thoſe du⸗ 
ties and honours which this holie ſea(the tender and gentle 
mother of all faithlull, but chiefly of chꝛiſtian Pꝛinces) is 
wont to offer vnto all Kinges and Emperours, which wee 
moſt willingly would like wiſe haue beſfowed vpon him, if 
the holy ſcriptures in this cale had not altogether foꝛbidden 
tt. There is, ſaith S. John, a ſin vnto death; I ſay not that 
any ſhould pꝛay fo2 it, which map be vnderſt ode, both of 
the ſin it ſelfe , as if he ſhoulde ſay, foꝛ that ſin oꝛ foꝛ the re⸗ 
miſſion oꝛ foꝛgiuenes therot, J will that none ſhould p2ay, 
becauſe it is not pardonable . Oꝛ elſe in the ſame ſenſe, fo2 
that man who committeth ſuch a ſin vnto death, J ſay not 
that any ſhould pꝛav foz . Whereof our Sauiour himſelle 
hath ſpoken in S. Mathew, ſaying, that he that ſinneth a- 
gainſt the holie Ghoſt, ſhal not be pardoned, neither in this 
woꝛlde, noꝛ in the woꝛld to come. Where he ſetteth downe 
the ſoꝛts oꝛ kindes ol ſinne, to wit, againſt the Father, the 
Don, and the holy Ghoſt, and that the two firſt are leſſe 
hainous, and pardonable, but that the third is altogether 
upardonable, and not to be remitted, Al which difference 
Poc#deth from the deſtinction of the attributes, as the di⸗ 
lunes teach vs, which ſeuerally are appꝛopꝛiated vuto cuery 
ſeuerall perſen ol the holy Trinitie . And although as the 
fence of all the thzce perſons is but one, ſo alla is their po- 
N 25 Wer, 
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wer, wile dome and geodnes,as'we haue learned in he ſym, 
bole of Athanaſius, where he ſaith, almighty is the father, 
almighty is the Donne, and almighty is the holy Ghoſt: 
vet by attribution, power is aſcribed vnto the Father, 
wiſedome vnto the Sonne, andloue vnto the holie holt, 
whereof cuery ſeuerall as they are tearmed attributes, (6 
are they ſo pꝛoper vnto cuerp ſeuerall perſon, that they can 
not be attributed and referred vnto any other. By the cen⸗ 
traries of which attributes, we come to diſcerne the diſlinc / 
tion and greatnes of ſinne. The contrary to power, which 
is onely attributed vnto the Father, is weaknes, and there⸗ 
fore that which we doe amiſſe, thꝛough infirmity of nature, 
is ſaid to be committed againſt the Father. The oppoſite 
vnto wiſedome, is ignozance and blindnes, thꝛough which, 
when any man ſinneth, is ſaid to ſinne againſt the Bonne, 
therefoꝛe that which we commit thꝛough naturall infirmi⸗ 
ty and ignoꝛante, is moꝛe eaſirr foꝛgiuen vs. The thirde 
attribute, which is the holy Ohoſtes, is lone, + hath fo: his 
contrary ingratitude, and vnthankefulnes, a vice moſt de⸗ 
teſtable and odious, which cauſeth men not to acknowledge 
the lone of God, and his benefites beſfowed vpon them, tut 
to foꝛget, deſpiſe, yea and to hate them. Whereowut bꝛieſlic, 
and finally pꝛoctdeth, that they become altogether obſti- 
nate and impenitent. And this way ſinne is committed a⸗ 
gainſt God with greater danger and perill, then if it were 
done thꝛough ignoꝛancę and weakeneſſe of the fleſh, and 
therfo2e it is termed, a ſm againſt the holy Ghoſt. And be⸗ 
cauſe ſuch ſinnes are ſeldome and difficultly pardoned, and 
not without great aboundance of grace, in ſome ſoꝛte they 
are ſaid to bee dnpardonable: whereas altogether th:ough 
unrepentance only, they become ſimply vnpardonable. Fo: 
whatſoeuer is done anuſſe in this life:although it be agaumt 
Þ holy ghoſt, by repentance it map be wipt out 4 defaced be⸗ 
loꝛe death, but they that perſeuere therin til death, are exclu⸗ 
ded from all grace merty hereaſter. And therefozefoz ſuch 
finners and fines the apoſſle hath foꝛbidden to pꝛay after 
their deceaſe. Naw therefoze becauſe wee _ 
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without our great griefe , that the ſaide king is departed 
out of this wo2lde, without repentance and impenitent , in 
the company, to wit, of heretickes, ( fo2 all his army was 
made almoſt of none other but of ſuch men) and that by his 
laſt wil he hath commended and committed his crowne and 
kingdome to the ſucteſſion of Mauarre, long ſince declared 
an hereticke , and excommunicated, as alſo in his extremi- 
ty, and nowe ready to yelde vp his ghoſt, deſired of him, 
md luch like as he was there ſtanding by, that they would 
teuenge his death vppon thoſe whome hee iudged to be the 
cauſe thereof. Fo2 theſe and ſuch likemoſt manifeſt tokens 
of inrepentance, we haue decreednot toſolenmize his death 
with funeralles, not that we would ſerme to contecture by 
theſe any thing concerning the ſecrete iudgementes of God 
againſt him oꝛ his merctes , who could accoꝛding vnto his 
god pleaſure in the departing of his ſoule from the body c6- 
nert and turne his heart, and deale wyth him mercifullp : 
but this we haue ſpoken, being thereunto moued by theſe 
erternall ſignes and tokens. God grant therefoꝛe that all, 
being admoniſhed and warned by this fearefull example of 
heauenly iuſtice, may repent and amende, and that it map 
urther pleaſe him to continue and accompliſh that which 
he hath mercifully begunne in vs, as we do put our truſt in 
hin, to the end we may giue euerlaſting thanks to him, to 
haue dcliuered his church from ſuch great 4 imuninent dan- 
gers. Wherof when his holines had ſpoken, he bꝛake vp the 
Conſiſtoꝛie, ⁊ hauing ginen his bleſſing, let them al depart. 
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TY ages palt haue ſerne many that vnnaturally haue 
rebelled againſt their country, and with violece defiled 
their hands with the blood of their pꝛinces and parents: but 
none pet that euer app2oued 02 commended the facte . But 
nowe of late, and in our dapes a notozious murtherer is 
come fo:th, the B. of Rome knoweth the cruell and blody 
crime, and rep2oneth not the offendo2 , but pꝛayſeth him, 
This therefoze is falſe , Sixtus, although it bæ an olde

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ſaying, that villante and miſchiefe is moze eaſier committed 


then excuſed: whether J compare the with Papinian, o 


rather with Caracalla , both notable tyꝛantea, pet it wil 


holde in none of them both. With right then may J cape 
with ther, fat um eſt opus in dicbus nostris, there is moght 
a woꝛke in our dayes, to the eye and eare moſt deteſtable 
and greeuous, and hoꝛrible to be remembꝛed and ſpoken of, 
The greateſt and mightieſt king ol Europe lieth ouerthꝛo⸗ 
wen and ſlaine by the treacherous ſraude of a friar. But 
doſt thou tearme this a woꝛke onelp 2. Nap, rather thou 
ſhouldeſt haue called it a moſt hainous, execrable, andcry 
ell act: and thereloꝛe the moze hainous, that not one ofthe 
common people, but thou the raler of ch2iſtendome, Chi 
his vicar, the gate of heauen, haſt bene the zdnocate, delen⸗ 
der, and commender of this great offencr. Trueiy, who 
can ſuffer the hands of pꝛieſts, which by their laws ſhould 
be harmeleſſe, and vnbefiled of all chaſten blod., although 


molt guilty, to be embꝛued and ſtapned wyth the blond of a 


pance: Who ſhould not curſe and deteſt the bloody butchar 
of the father of his country? Haue not the intenſed and an⸗ 
grie people, reaſon then to crie, toꝛture, toꝛture, and all 
things elſe where with ſuch cruell monſters are to bir puu⸗ 
ſhed? Yet this is but mall, Sixtus, and that which thou 


thinkeſt tobe the greateſt part of this villanous age, is the 


leaſt. Thou wyth it onely art tobe charged, becauſe thou 
alone art ioumde that commendeſt pꝛune murtherers, and 
paaiſcft manſlaughter;andnot onely giucſt licence, without 
puniſhment to deſtrov not a citiʒen, but a magiſtrate not a 
magiſtrate, but a king, but daiſt allo moſt impudentiy de⸗ 
lend the derd, and teacheſt this to be the readieſt and ſpedi- 
eſt way to beauen, with poiſon, (word, fraude and treaſon 
to kill Kings; that are the maieſtie of mank inde, the true 
patterne of C eleſtiall power , and the liuelie Images 
ol the Ring of uings. And this is it, J thinke, C 
Vix credat quiſquam cum narrubitur, That none will be. 
læue it, though it ſhall bee tolde them, becauſe the like was 
neuer heardamangelt the * 
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3 when they come to heare it, wilfoz 
the ſtraungenes thereof, pꝛeſentiy ſhake” : and tremble; Js 
not this then great, cruell and erecreble,” great fruclye it 
ſhould be, it yet greater did not follow after. Uhp doefk 
thou guake Sixtus, can there be ſaide any thing moꝛe hay⸗ 
nouſer : J truly, we are fallen in thoſe dates, inthe which 
the abdundance of wicketneſſe , maketh'vs-deffitute of 
woꝛdes, and in the which it is ſrarſe counted treſpas, which 
in times paſt hat beene moſt iuſtly executed as hie treaſon, 
Soitis J ſay that the deſtinies of our age hate biought 
inth a villanous derde, not the like redde o2 hearde befo2e; 
$0 time euer hath ene a king llaine by like treaſon, 
inthenmurther is ſomething that will rather frette 1

ftian King, who will ſuffer them to triumphe with pꝛoude 
oꝛations, ouer the treacherous murthering of pour pꝛinte⸗ 
Let mi be nothing cſteemedoff, if I reuenge it not, and 
requite this vato thee, Sixtus, giueeare onely vnto mer, 
and that our poſterity may know thee , and thy vile and 
bloudy cxcutioner,and al thoſe that were of this conſpiracy 
firſt hear in ſhoꝛt and true woꝛds the chaunce ofthis migh⸗ 
ty Potentate, that by the greatnes of the murther, all aur 
ſucceſſion may iudge him guiltie hereof, that did defend it, 
The Hiſfoziographers haue wꝛitten diners cauſes of 
the o2iginall of the ciuill wars, in the time of Charles the 
ninth, accozding as they were ledde with loue , and hate 
which they did heare vnto the Potentates,and Nobility of 
Fraunce, pet it is knowen to euery man, that after the 
departure of Henrie the thirde into Polonia, the houſe of 
Guile chiefelp the two bꝛethꝛen Frauncis and Charles, 
Cardinalls, thzough a deſire of raigning, haue coxrupted 
firſt their owne, and then all the counſell of the Realme. 
Foz Empires firſt ofall muſt be. troubled, and ſhaken be⸗ 
foe they can ber ouerthzowne and ſubuerted. And from 
thence all theſe. ciull warres haue taken their begin 
ning. At that pꝛeſent the Kinges houſe , was yet mighty 
and ſtrong, with diuers bꝛethꝛen and kinſemen: unto 
whome the Crowne without contradiction after the de 
ceaſe of the King lelongeth. And vileſle they _ 
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of Condy-was moſt feared, as one indewed with ſingular 
graces, and alone ſufficient to ſuſtaine all their attemptes; 
and to bꝛcake and b2ing to naught all their deſperate en- 


tereiſes. Who whether he now long ſince hath lefte this: 


wozlve, to the god 02 bad foꝛtune of this Realme, thzough: 
the popes authoꝛity, and ancient Romane religion, having 
followed as they ſav the better,(fo2 at that time there was 
agreat talke ouer all chꝛiſtendome, of a reſoꝛmation of all 
hereticall erroꝛs and opinions) J know not. But firſt they 
et vpon him accuſing him of hereſie, and coꝛrupting of re:

e wiſe aided by the counſell of the chielfeſt and beſt of the 
Reahne, who deteſted and hated the Guiſes great ambitio, . 


and ſuſpected their power) did valiantly withſtand them, 


and here out is firſt come the vnhappy diſtinction of the 


mmes of Catholiks and pꝛoteſtants, and the deadly 4 moꝛ⸗ 
tall diuiſion of this Realme, which J feare me, can neuer 
be agrerde againe, vnleſſe by a fong peace, and great loue, 
allcauſes of ambition, bet remoued and quite taken away: 
hoils now being raiſed euery wher, which the might haue 
bern eaſelp repꝛelled, vnles the fatal deffinies of Frante had 
ltted it, the Cuiſes pꝛoclaime open war avainſt p pꝛince of 
Conde and al heretikes, and eaſely perſwaded ther vnto the 
king himſeile, and his mother,a verp deſporat and an auda⸗ 
cious woman. Andnowſceing thi could bing his P. 
to conſent vnto al wherennto the thbught gwd themſelues 
id; the mall experience which he dad, tauled pzeſently all

patched, the Gutfes kne w verie wel that their hope was 
but vaine. Amongſt the Ringes kindꝛed, Lodo wick pꝛince 
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to ſtirre vp the reft to ciuill tarres with a hope of ſpoite and 
ſuch like nonelties, Call mozeouer Philip Ling of Spaine, 
and thy pꝛedeceſſoꝛ Sirtus, vnto their apde. P2omife 
vnto the king then occupied in the Lowe Countries, that 
France ſhould nothing hinder oꝛ moleſt him: and vnto the 
Biſhop of Rome an euerlaſting warre againſt the enemies 
ol the holy Sea. Foꝛ they perſwaded vnto themſelues that 
their intent could neuer, oꝛ hardly at the leaſt be bꝛought 
to paſſe, as long as the common wealth flouriſhed with 
peace and quietneſſe, but it being once troubled and with 
ſeditions, diſquieted, ſhould make it eaſie, and this their 
thought was not amiſſe. Foz the Pꝛinces of the Ropall 
bloud being all diſpatched, the ſtrongeſt and mightieſt ol 
whom, was now aſſaulted with open warre, they hoped 
that the reſt ſhould eyther die in warre oz fo2 the affiniie 


which they had with the Þ2zince of Conde in hope of the 
Crowne, would ſone depart from the Court, and finally 
that then, Charles and his bꝛethꝛen but childꝛen, might be 
without labour conuaped away and murthered. And to 
that effect they began warre, and with theſe toꝛches haue 
kindled firſt the fire of ciuill diſcoꝛde in France: but the laſt 
deſtinies and extreme calamities of the Realme were not 
pet come, fo2 as in our bodies a dangerous diſcaſe is oſten⸗ 
times long felt befo2e, and with diuers paines and grieues 
the foꝛces thereof are aſſaulted and wearied befoꝛe they are 
bꝛoken and ouercome: euen ſo the like befalleth with Em⸗ 
pires and kingdomes, But both the bꝛethꝛen departed firſt 
out of: this wozld befoze they could accompliſh and make 
an end of their long pꝛactiſed enterpꝛiſes. Francis died at 
the ſiedge of Oꝛleans, at the thꝛeſcoꝛe and th2& yeares of 
his age, hauing left hehind him ther ſonnes, Henry Duke 
of Guiſe, Charles Dnhe de Mayne, andLodouick a Car⸗ 
dinall not yet come aut of their childhods. But in whom 
as there appeared ſparkes of domefticall pzoweſſe, fo in 
them ſermed tobenofeare gf vice. Unto whom.he left not 
onęly god ſſogenſtreaſirs;and great xeneuetves ; but allo

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of cinill warre. But in the meane while the king 
this bꝛethꝛen grew in age, beloze the Lions whelpes were 
capable of their fathers ferocitie,and ſo France turning her 
ſo;mer mind, began to wozſhip,hono?,4 obay her Pzinces, 
now come to full age and full of courage 4 magnanimitie, 
mies whom ſhe neuer befo2e had ſerne but childꝛen. But chiefly 
that reſpected Henry, whom comlines of body, perfect age, va⸗ 
ught lre in armes commended x aduanced to the gouernment of 
with outlandiſh Nations, And thus by little and litle their vaine 
with anvition hath bene repꝛeſſed, but in tract of time other oc⸗ 
their caſſons of exuill were pꝛeſented. Charles dieth, whether by 
opall deſtmie oꝛ poyſon it is vncertaine. And I haue no leaſure at

Andſoit 
was eaſie to make an entrie foꝛ miſchicfe to follow, The 
Duke of Griſe in p meane tune with his two bꝛethꝛen m 
creaſed in age, power and lauoꝛ by the Catholikes, as their 
fathcr was befoze , + at the firſt cõmended theſclues ſimdꝛie 
wapes vnto them, and hamng pꝛoſpered reaſonably vnder 
Henry being not pet come to 5̊ crowne, ſaluted coprtecuſy 
euer one that met the, although one of y ſanpleſt amonaſt 
the comon people, ſpake to them, 4 left nothing vndone to 
ſteale away the hearts of the commontie , all true ſignes: 
tokens of an ambitions mind pzactiſing + attempting ſeme 
nouelties. Spꝛead abꝛoad falſe repozts,to rayſe pꝛiuie grud- 
ges + diſpleaſures amongſt the Nobilitie:and finally Fran- 
cis the kings poungeſt bꝛother being now departed out of 
this life either by ſicknes oz ſtaud, ietted to i fro th2cugh all 
cities beraied pet with the bloud of thoſe of the reformed re- 
ligion, fearmg fo2 their maſſacres a tuſtreuenge. Lamen- 
ted the comon miſerie, 4 vnleſſe there thonld be loked vnto 
in time, aflirmed that after the death of the king (which to 
true they ſayde ſhould be ere long) they all ſhould become 
lubicts againe ot an Heretike, + endure all bondage, maſc⸗ 
rie, flauerp whatſocuer. But that they would diſplay their 
power againſt it, the pꝛomiſe d and ready ſuccoꝛ of Spaine 
Italp, to defend + pꝛotect by it their libertics, and the Ca- 
tholike religion: theſe things are knowen unto euerp man, 
t the king himſelf hath bin aduertiſed ofths by diuers ſpyts 
ſince the peare 77. ⁊ pet fo2 lacke ofpuniſhment , as it is of 
ten ſeene, grew maruellous ſtrong. Let thrreloꝛe the poſte⸗ 
ritie iudge whether this is come to paſſe thꝛough to great 
a clemencp, oꝛ by ſome fatall negligence of all French men, 
In the perre 15 85. lanus temple being ſhut vp in France, 
$4 happy peace flouriſhing in all the rcalme, no erternal 0; 
domeſticall enemp once knowne, the Duke 'of Guile with: 
all the houſe of Lozraine hauing conſpired together , take 
the weapons in hende, the only cauſt theraf was a _— 
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their cluake and pꝛobable occaſion, pietie x religion, a care 
fo: the realnte, now ill gouerned, a pitte to ſ& the common; 
nie with exactions pould and oppꝛeſſed, and an intent to re- 
duce all things in gad oꝛder. They hauing put this vizard 
won their rebellion, by their firſt wꝛitunges publiſhed in 
they names, complapned of the publicke calamities, of 
the weakeneſſe of the kings friendes, of the Realmes trea⸗ 
ſure waſted and ſpent, notwithſtanding the-daplp increa⸗ 
ſes of tallages and tributes , and that the people were al⸗ 
together vnable longer to endure this heauie burthen. 
Pelides nothing , Something by the way as concerning 
religion and Heretikes. Fo2 vndaubtly they would not 
that ſo many emennes ſhould be rapſed vp at auce, think- 
ing that the king had dꝛawen hatred and enuie enough vp- 
—— by the gouernement of his reaune, and that 
thereſoꝛe they had ſufficient matter and occaſion of warre. 
It is maſt cuidert truly though the pziuate grudge which 
they did bearc vnto their king # the Duke Eſpernon, that 
ſome ſmall and caſuall trifles of auger haue bene the firtt 
cauſe of theſe laſt troubles , In reuenge whereof ſv. many 
dead bodyes , fo many murthers , and finally the death of 
the king himſe tele, andthe rune of the whole Realme, haue 
allſcarce d. But warned by a Þpaniard who miſli- 
ked the oꝛder of making the accounts ofthe Realine, as al- 
lo by thee Sirtus, that lokedfoz no benefite to fall vnta 
thy ſhare by this warres, but by the ouerthzowe of the 
Heretikes, they chaunge their Euſignes, and pꝛoclapme 
open warre againſt thoſe of the refozmed Religion. . 
Heereuppon pꝛeſently the Pape ſent his thunderboltes, 
whereby he excluded the ing gf Nauarre (at this pꝛe⸗ 
ent ruling in Fraunce ) and the P2ince of Conde, vn- 
heard, imocent, and thinking nothing ſuch , from his 
Apoſtolicke bleſſing: but hereby map caſely appeare, tbat 
God and none ol the Apoſtles were pꝛeſent at the rally 
nal of the cauſe . They nawe hauing turned their 
ſpake nothing moze of the king, oꝛ his gouernement 
—— comendation, Extolled the e

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bis age, admoniched him ol his fozmer valour and pꝛoweſle, 
and with exquiſite woꝛdes ſhewed that the memozie of ſo 
many victoꝛies, wherewith he had fo oftentimes rep2eſſed x 
abated the courage of the Heretiks, was pet recent x freſh, 
That his time of reſt was not yet come, and that vnto ſuch 
a valiaunt and ſtrong inte the victozy of the battaile,and 
the laughter of a whole nation belonged. Poꝛeoucr, they 
laide befoze his eies his oꝛbitie and want of childꝛen, and 
their miſeries wherin they were like to fall, i after the de⸗ 
ſeaſe of ſuch a mot Chziftian king (with diſſembinng wiſe 
they ſaide that they greatly feared) they ſhould be foꝛced w 
ſubnutt themſelurs vnder the poke and bondage of an here 
ticke. Finally deſired his Maieſty, that it woude pleaſe 
him, to appoint Charles of Boꝛbon Cardinal, being weak: 
ned with age andſickenfle,harre vnto the Crown reiecting 
Nauarre: And breaking the alljance and treaty of peace, 
with the herrticks, ſhould take armes againſt them: which 
if he tied 4'wold perloꝛm ther neuer would refufe any due 
obedtence vito him their lawful pztnce , Showed beſides

aide, where with they might not onelp reuenge themſclues 
vppon the Heretickes, but allo pon their fatidurers. he 
duke ol Gutle having pbken thus, not tarr ymg if the king 
would further determine hereupon, hatung gatheredfozces 
koꝛ to aſſault thoſe of the refoꝛmed religien, made them in⸗ 
dlede to marth agayntt the king hunſelfe, dilpollelled him 
partiy by fozce and partly by pollicy, fr fach Cittics as he 
could, where the name ol Luther oz Caluin had neuer ben 
hearde, robbed their treafure, fmpoſed new tributcs vpon 
them, and finally wherenoennemy was; exertiſed all ho- 
fiflity andcruetnefſe.

ides hand, and ſtwde befoze the doꝛe, that the head of a Pꝛinte 
and mely greeued him, and hindꝛed his enterpꝛiſes, and final- 
ues , that he onelp was tobe afſaulted, omitting and leaning 
The the other. And ſo rifeth againe againſt the king, being oc- 
ing eupicd in other warres : and that hee coulde not obtaine by 
Art his firſt rebellion, by this he loꝛceth it. Complaineth,, that 
tin- his bꝛother was loꝛſaken in Aquitane, fruſtrated , and de⸗ 
him ſitute ol and munition: as alfo that hee was 
he not ſent ſaner againft the enemie, befo2e all the treaſure of 
ren the realme was ſpent fo2 to lacke nothing. That theſe were 
pon fire arguments, that the Catholikes were betraped, that

was ſpꝛead abꝛoade, Souldiours are taken vppe, and a- 
gayne a newe contracte of Peace was to bæ made foꝛ a⸗ 
greement . The Ring at one tyme cumbꝛed wyth twot⸗ 
nemies, thought it neceſſarie, that wyth one of them an 
appoyntment was to be concluded, gaue eare againe vnto 
his mothers cormſcil; and againe , by her meancs agrerde 
wyth the Guyſe . Hee denicth han little, deliuereth vnto 
him the demaunded Cities, and connnaundeth ne we ſoꝛces 
to be taken vppe, to inuade Aquitane the dwelling plate of 
thoſe of the refourmed Religion, and publiſheth agapne 
newe and crucll D2dinances and Statutes againſt them. 
The Guvſe nowe hanuing obtayned his purpoſe , a» 
thinking that he was crept farre enough in the peoples fa- 
uour, to vndertake and enterpꝛiſe whatſocuer pleaſed him: 
and that the Pꝛince was bꝛought into ſutficient hatred, 
that all thinges were ſette in a hurlie burlie, that the 
heartes ofthe Communaltie were diſmayed, and that now 
but little hindered hym to come vnto his pꝛetente, watched 
fo2 a fitte oppoztunitie to bꝛing to paſſe his long teuiſed 
pꝛactiſes, when Foztune almoſt daſhed and thꝛewe hym 
downe wnawares. Fo2 repoꝛte was ſpꝛead, that a great 
armie of high Germanes was come already into the fron⸗ 
tiers ofthe Realme , to the ayde and aſſiſtance of the re- 
ſoꝛmed Religion. And moꝛeouer, how the king of Nauarre 
hauing repulſed and dꝛiuen backe nine armies in the ſpacs 
of two veares,and.oucrthzowne the Duke of Joicule,made 
haſtcfo2 to goe merte the Germanes wpth his chiefeſt and 
choſen fozces . Mhich repoꝛte mate the Duke, his alies, 
and conſpiratoꝛs not alittle amazed , fearing that the king 
now better aduiſed, and hauyng gotten a fitte oppoꝛtum⸗ 
ty to reuenge hymſelfe vppon their pꝛide and arrogante, 
might turne both the armies vppon them, vnſufficient amd 
altogether vnable to reſiſt and wythſtand ſo great a pow- 
er, as alſo that they might be diſcomfited befoze , ere — 
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they ſhoulde percepue it. And their feare was not vaine 
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. Foz at the ſame tyme the King of Nauarre 
hadſent his Ambaſſadours wito his Maicſtie, requeſting. 
hy to ble his, and the Germaine foꝛteʒ againſt the com 
mon ennenie of the Realme. But heere it manifefflp ap⸗ 
peareth, that the King was neuer moꝛe betraved then 
at that pꝛeſent. Here ſure tokens are to be ſcene of his coꝛ⸗ 
ruptedand dilloyall cormſcll , which, if hee had vſed the be⸗ 
nete of the tyme , Chonlde haue wythont any daunger re⸗ 
couered altogether his fotiner libertie, reſtoꝛed his realme 
tu her fozmer grace, and eſtabliſhed an cuerlaſting peace 
mongeſt his Subjeces. .. But God had athcrwile ap- 
popnted it. 

The Duke ef Gupſe at this tyme was foꝛced to reſt 
adpawſe a whyle , but ſone after incouraged agapne, by 
the counſcl! of his eſpeciall friendes, whom hee had alwayes 
about the kings perſon, and who were pꝛiuie vnto all hys 
keretes.,, letting aſide his fathers p2actiſes, had recaurſe 
into his mothers pollicies .. H wꝛiteth Letters vnto his 
aieſtie, and wpth an humble ple, indeuoureth top2one 
his mind to haue bin gentle and tractable alwayes , and ne⸗ 
ver repugnant vnto any contrast of peace. Further pꝛapeth 
him to impute rather all things paſt vnto the deſtinies, then 
into the in dice of men, pꝛoteſting allo, that he, and his, 
were alwaycs minded to honour, ade, and alliſte their 
P:ince, whoſe death they feared thereſoꝛe the moꝛe, becauſe 
his ſucceſſoꝛ was vaknowne, and like to be farre infericur 
to him, and il they were reſolued ol one doubt, that his 
ueſty needed not to doubt, but that all things then ſhould. 
p;oſper and ſucceed acco2ding vnto his owne wilhing, Pꝛo⸗ 
miſeth him alſo a ſtrong aide againſt the inuading and ap⸗ 
poching Germans, + with many woꝛds declareth, that the 
auttent enimies ol the Realine were to be dꝛiuen out, wha 
bring once put to flight, they were like to enioy an eter⸗ 
nall and a iopfull pcace. This is eaſely perſwaded vnto the 
king, his greateſt ſriendes about him, and eſpecially his 
mother ſtopping vp the way alwayes vnto god _— 
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And by theſc means the king ol Nauarre his aduire moſt 
p2ofitablc vnto the Realme, being reiected and negleced, an 
entrie was made againe vnto all deceit and diſiopalty, The 
king alſembleth a great armie together, and with his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence doth incourage it , ſendeth the Duke of Guyſe before 
to ſtop the paſſage vnto the Germanes, and if he coulde not 
b:ing them to a battel, ſhould at the leaſt weary them with 
continuall i kirmiſhes and inuaſions. The king remained 
in the meane time about the riuer ol Loyꝛe. The German 
ſoꝛces marched foꝛward, and were come into the in warde 
parts of the Realme wythout any reſiſtance, to the great 
feare and terrour of all the country . When the ſame foꝛ⸗ 
tune, which not long befoꝛe had almoſt ouerthꝛowen the 
Guyſe, pꝛeſenteth vnto him a farre bꝛauer occaſion lucke- 
ly to pꝛocæde in his enterpꝛiſe. Fo2 the ennemp beryng 
bꝛought by ſome croſſe lucke betwerne the Loyꝛe and the 
Seine, and wearied wyth a long winter, continuall flouds 
and raines, want and diſtreſſe of al neceſſaries, were forced 
fo2 their better ſafetie without delay to go ouer the riuer to 
topne themſelues wyth the king of Nauarre his foꝛces. 
But the Duke of Guyſe pꝛeuented and ſurpꝛiſed them vp- 
pon a ſodaine in the night, made a great ſlaughter amon⸗ 
geſt them, and killed about twelue hundꝛed ol them, taketh 
many, and putteth the reſt to flight: and if Monſic Cha⸗ 
fillion had not beene there at that pꝛeſent, all this great 
army ſhoulde haue berne ſcattered and ouerthꝛowen in one 
night: yet notwythſtanding the weake renmaunt mar- 
chedfo2ward , And the King iealous of the victoꝛie, com- 
mitteth one parte of his foꝛces vnto Eſpernon to purſue 
theenmemp, and hymſelfe followed not farre behinde. But 
hauing vndcrffode the Germanes ſhamefunll yelding , re- | 
turneth againe fo Parts, 

All ſtoꝛmes of feare now onerblowne and paſk, the duke 
of Guyſe imboldened wyth this vnloked fo2 and god ſur⸗ 
ceſſe , thought god not to ſæke hereby ſo much pꝛaiſe, as 
thereby to pꝛocure all hatred and enuy vnto his Patcſhe, 
To that effec ſecret repoꝛtes were ſpꝛead abꝛoad, _ 

| is 


thisnew conquering Captaine was exalted and lifted vppe 
into the ſkie. The Germaine ſpoiles, to wit their hozſes, 


weapons, andall other arrap were ledde and carried in 
triumphe thꝛough the Citties. And when the people were 
flocked together in great troups, to ſ& this new ſight, ther 
were alwaies certaine declaroꝛs and tellers of the battaile 
— The munber of the dead perſons and en⸗ 
ſignes, was augmented, the marmer of the fight was made 
very difficult; bloudy, and dangerous fo2 Þ conqueroꝛs:and 
moſt of this was fall, fo2 it is wel knows that p companies 
of Collonel Donon now heauy with wine and ſleepe, were 
ſurpꝛiſed and oppꝛeſſed, where they had no place to fight, oꝛ 
to eſcape, And that not one ol the duke ol Cuyſes ſouldiers 
were found wanting. Beſides after the great ouerthzowe 
al ſo mighty an armp, that ſuch ſmall remnants haue been 
able to ouercome ſo many diſtreſſes, and tome in ſafety to 
their iournies end:that it came not by any fault that might 
haue beene in the duke of Guiſe, but by the kings and the 
duke Eſpernons negligence and ſmall care, vnto whom he 
had left the chafe ofthe weake remnand of pages and ſculli⸗ 
ins onely, hauing atchieued himſelfe all the difficulties of 
the warre, and either ſlaine oz taten the choſen and valli⸗ 
ant Captaines and ſouldiers therof, And notwithſtanding 
al this, that by their meanes they were al ſafely arriued to 
the king of N auarre, to depꝛiue the victoꝛie of her due ho- 
noꝛ and pꝛayſe, and to hinder there with the moꝛe the god 
commodities that might haue enſued herby vnto the whole 
team. That they at the firſt followed then foz very ſhame, 
but ſoflackely, that they that were already vanquiſhed, 
might eaſely eſcape without running. And now when they 
lawe, that the hurt, wearie, and ſicke men could not fly a⸗ 
ur ape, who ſhonld baue al beene put to theſwo2d, 
eaſt impꝛiſoned, bythe lawes ol armes and oꝛdi⸗ 
— the Realme , to haue giuen and graunted vnto 
them ( fo? a counterfaite peelding and bmiſſion onely) 
their lifes , hoꝛſes, and furniture, therewith to inuade 
theReabne againe, 8 ſome of them — 
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their gods. By theſe deuiſes, hateredand enup , being 
p2ocured and pꝛouoked: the ill aduiſed Pzince, but to late, 
acknowledging his errour, in vaine began to withe ſoꝛ this 
molt ſitte and neglected oppoꝛtunity of reuengement, yet 
being come to Paris, ſpendeth the reſt of the winter in re⸗ 
payꝛing and rene wing of his foꝛces, publithing an expe⸗ 
dition againſt thoſe of the refoꝛmed religion, which he hun⸗ 
ſelſe pꝛepared the next Sommer following, either by theſe 
meanes to dꝛawe againe vnto him the heartes of the com 
monalty altogether afſectionated vnder the coullour of 
religion vnto the Guyſe, oꝛ that hee had determined to doe 
it, impoꝛtinated thereunto by the Jeſuites contiunall 
outcrics, aſſuring him datly-of.certatne argunentes of 
Gods w2ath agauilt the Heretikes, and in bꝛieſe ahappye 
end and iſſue: of all his warres againſt them. 

In the pear eightie eight, which-was feared ſhould haue 
beene fatall vnto all the Moꝛʒlde, tue Guiſe taketh new ad⸗ 
uiſe and counſaile, howe to come to a happie end of his long 
tontinued hope, and to enioy the fruites thereof. Complai⸗ 

neth thatſo oſtentimes ciuill warres haue bæne moued in 
vaine againſt the king of Rauarre, whercol the iſſue was 
boubtfull , the p2ofite vncertaine, oꝛ to late at the lcaſte. 
That his Paieſty could not bee deceiued, but coulde be op- 
pꝛeſſed, and Þ one of two ennemies once being diſpatched, 
that with leſſe labour the other was to be duerthꝛolon and 
vanquiſhed. That he had al thinges ready to ſuppliant 
the firſt, and then aſter warde would fall vppon him who 
was pet remayning .. That it was to bee haſtencd, and 
not to bee ſlepte vppon. Beginneth thereloꝛe nolo no leſle 
to hate and enuy the Bing, then beſoꝛe he had done the He⸗ 
retickes.. That Foꝛtune had offcrco hinrthis good op- 
poꝛtunity, which if hee ſhou'de let it ſuppe by, her might 
wilhe afterward foz it, when it was paſt recouerp. oꝛe⸗ 
ouer (the Germaines nowe repulſed )- that nathing was 
remaining that might cauſe him to feare.. That al hope 
ol out landiche aide and aſſiſtance was cut off vnto the 
King of Hauarre, by whole. ſaulte all 1 — 
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England did crie out, that ſo great an army, ſo many 
Nobles , and ſuch number of valiaunt Captaines and 
fouldiers were diſcomfited and laine . And that the king 
himſelfe was ſoꝛe wearied and bzoken with long during 
warres, and although Conquerour of many battailes, 
yet had loſt notwithſtanding all the chiefelſt of his ſouldi- 
ers, and thoſe that were eſcaped, either fo2z want, and 
neede , 02 foꝛ a deſire of quietneſſe , wiſhcd onely foz 
peace. And that with them therefoze hee ſhoulde haue 
but litle to doe: Hereupon thinking moſt expedient not to 
make any further delayes, furiouſly taketh now the thirde 
time the weapons in hand:meſſage is bꝛought vnto his P. 
andrepo2ts cucry where ſpꝛed ab2oad, not as befoze, that 
Citties are ſurpꝛiſed, that the peopleriſe in armes, that 
muſters are taken, and ſuch like ſignes ofmiſchiefe pet far 
off, and to be pꝛeuented diners waies, but that the Duke 
commeth in perſon himſelfe, And no ſoner was it ſpoken, 
but he was ſerne in dende, arriueth in Paris very trouble⸗ 
fomely ( where the king was at that time) where hee had 
lud long befoze ready and truſty ambuſhes, partly fo2 the 
mutinous mindes of that common people, as alſo foz the 
great number of conſpiratoꝛs in that Citty : as it is molt 
tertaine that no where kinges and pꝛinces can be moze ea⸗ 
lier oppꝛeſſed then in their imperiall Citties. But the firſt 
night of his arriuall he was quiet, wearied (God hauing ſo 
diſpoſed it, loꝛ the Pꝛince his ſafegard pet altogether vn⸗ 
gouide d) that all thinges were not pet currant and rea⸗ 
dy , But next day moꝛning ſoundeth alarme, putteth the 
kings garriſons to the ſwoꝛd, and marcheth directly to the 
Lonure his Maieſties pallace, with the mutinous t bloudy 
people to beſiege their ſwoꝛne Pzxince The king amaſed 
at this ſudain accident and vpꝛoꝛ, vito whoſe honoz it ſtod 
nat to ſly awap, nat to his ſafety to expect his enemp w diſ⸗ 
aduantage in no indifferent place, vet wð the loꝛd chiefe Ju⸗ 
fiices ſonldicrs, and with his gard of; Switzers refiffeth 
their aſſalts fo2 a day 02 twaine. But ſeeing y people to arm 
themſelues again him, r al . go backward w him

and no hope of any yelpe o2 fuccour, eſcaped ſafely among 


the inraged clamours of the deſperate multitude , crying 
nothing but ſwoꝛde and fire, andcame to Lions, The wel- 
minded and affectionated ſubrects vnto their King, conlde 
not b2zoke and beare ſuch an outragious imury. Their 
hearts turned therfoze vypon a ſuddaine, ⁊ the caſe now al. 
tered, doe pitty their Pzince , The pillers of the Realme, 
the nobility, the commons, and the better and ſounder 
part of the cleargie came in poſte vnto his Maieſty. They 
exclaime all againſt the houſe of Lozrames great preſump- 
tion, and ſaid that puniſhment was to be done which ſhould 
equal, oꝛ rather exceede the greatneſſe of the offence, They 
pꝛomiſe vnto the king all aide and furtherance, if it woulde 
onely pleaſe him (giuing ouer all other, yea rather the here: 
tikes themſelues who neuer dared the like) to ouergoe this 
grefe. The king ſubiect vnto his deſtiny, ſemcth to bee 
touched with this readineſſe of his.aftectionated ſubieces, 
but vet ts nothing moued with it. But thanketh euerp one 
very ſoberlp, as if he had had no ner de at all, aunſwereth 
quictly vnto them, that hee wanted neither courage noz 
foce to reuenge his pꝛiuate iniuries, and that it was not 
ncedefull to ſuſtame two ciuill wars in one realme, where 
one ſufficed, was rather to much. And her with ſent the al 
home againe, intending agame reconciliation, If the polte- 
rity wil beleue one telling the truth, let it without doubting 
beleene this with mer, that nothing moꝛe touched and mo⸗ 
ued the hearts of Frenchmen, then to le their Kings great 
patiency, not deſpiſing, but ſcarce appzouing the moſt rea- 
dp mindes ol his ſubiecta, in the reuengement of the publike 
and common ſhame and diſhonoz. Let the pvſtcrity alſo b 
pon my woꝛd, boldly ſap that Nueence Katherme his mo- 
ther, was the only cauſe of his deadly ſowid and vnſenſible- 
nes,unto whoſe fatthfull helpe and aide, the Guyſe toke 
his refuge, as ſune as hee perceaued that his matters wold 
not ſbꝛge, and that the commũ people were altered ſoꝛ this 
iniurie done into the king, and that the Nobility, and 
the chieloſt ol his beganne to ber 2 —

ud dae backe fronuhim. Now this third time Penty 
nueth place vato his mothers aduice,and hearkeneth vnto 
her counſell: now this third time an agreement is conclu⸗ 


ded with great ioy ol all the conſpiratozs, who thought it 


to be no ſma! fauoz thus eaſily to haue eſcaped deſerued pu⸗ 


niſhment loꝛ their mut nie and rebellion, But the wiſe yet 
feared in generall that this wound could not be cloſed vp 


md healed without a foule ſcarre remapning, oꝛ that hee 


who had once pꝛeſiuned to beate his Pꝛince out of his Im⸗ 


periall Citie, ſhould not want audacitie to attempt ſome 


further matter. All things now paciſied, a Parleament is 


proclaimed ard publiſhed, generally to determine vpon tho 
common affaires of the lande, vpon an agrerment of the 
atminiſtrarion of the Realme, fo2 aſſurante ol ſucceſſion of 
the Crowne : and finally that theſe mall tumtuts x farres. 
(fo ſo the conſpiratoꝛs of the kings onerth2ow and ſwoꝛne 
his bane termed it onely., ) might haue an end and ceaſe a- 
mong the Catholikes, that a moztall warre ſhould be in⸗ 


tended and concluded againſt the Heretikes. But the king 


and the Guiſe, had farre different and contrarie meanings: 
the Þzince his intent was, now hauing recouered againe 
his authozitic,to Hive the common enenue of France con 
dumed by full Parleament. But how difficult and harde 
this was to doe, and howfull of trouble and daimger , the 
ment and itlue thereof hath taught it vnto vs. The Guiſe 
n the otherſive to exclude the king of all gouernement 
bythe authoztkte of the whole eftate , that vnto him onely 
Hauarre and the reſt of. the dlond ropall ſupplanted.) the 
Wntniſtration of the whole Realme might be committed, 


And ſo farre he had almoſt bzought it, none being come to 


Me generalt Conn, but thoſe that were of the conſpt- 
e. 


amd tc the Parleament tas bept ut 15loys, where the 


kingſhewed at large in che fate ol the full allembly, his 


neat attection towards the Catholikes, his benefits ſundꝛy 
mes moſt largely beſtowed vpon them, how many victo-

had alfogether diſcomfited and put them to flight, how in 
ny thouſands of them he had ſent to Hell, being in manner 
but a childe: and now a man that he had no leſſe ſtomacke x 
courage then he had in bis ponger age. And thal he neuer 
was minded to ſuffer in his realm any religion, contrary tg 
the ſeruice of God. But that he had bene foꝛced thꝛough the 
peoples great miſcrie i want, wearied, and diſcoꝛaged with 
ſo many ciuill warres to diſſemble his deſire and meaning , 
And to delay all thinges till a fitter time and oppoztunite, 
which could not haue beene vꝛged at that inſtant without 
great danger. But that he had alſo learned by ſundꝛie try⸗ 
alles, and long experience, that by peace and generall qu⸗ 
etneſſe, the coꝛrupted minds ol the inconſtant people were 
with leſſe labour d2zawne vnto godlineſſe, then when by the 
ſound of warre once noyſed abꝛoade, and by the bꝛightnes 
ol ſwoꝛdes and armours once feene and perceiued great i ⸗ 
berty to al licenttouſnes, was giuen to mutinous # ſeditious 
beads : that the church was nat to be refoꝛmed and purged 
y villanies, where with all wars were fo2 the moſt parte 
infected, but chielly the domeſtical r cuul bꝛoiles: But that 
it was to be done, by godly maners, god examples, by the 
preaching of the woꝛde ol God, by humilitie, and feruent 
pꝛapers. That this hath beene his only mind, euen when 
the Guyſe in the yere 15 85. tak firſt the weapons in hand, 
troubled the people # common peace, wherunto he was nat 
pet altagither repugnant: but foꝛced foꝛ the general wellare 
ol his ſubiects, that he armed himſell fill ſoꝛe againſt his wil, 
« that nothing now was remaining which was not conſu⸗ 
med t waſted by wars. He reckoned them the armies ſince 
the time of 3. peers, and how much money there was ſpent 
in:and that it greened him very much, that ſo many valiant 
ſoldiers were dcſtroped,(o great a treſure coſumed in walle, 
her with a great kingdome might haue bene ioined fo his. 
But thus far moze, that he had in the meane tune receyued 
moꝛe harme and dammage by his friends, then euer her had 
done by his enemies, and that the iſſues of his wars + bat, 
ries had bin rather hindered and ſtopped by * 
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unt, then diy the fozres aud power of: che enemle pꝛruen⸗ 
t That he was not withſtandung fully determined not to. 
lpdown the weapons, befc2e he had cucrthzowen a quite 
rated out all the rebelles, although they all ſhould ſtand a⸗ 
giinſt it, + ſhonld-be fearedthat it might turne tothe vtter 
rune 4 deſtruttion of the Whole realm: that at the leaſt this 
coake and cotꝛllour being taken away, he might be able to 
hold kerpe cuerv man from hence fo2ward in theit'daetis 
tobedience. Thatthcrefozc they ſhonld determine by what 
meanes, what monep, + ſouldiers this might be done moſk 
tummodiouſly. That they were called to that intent. As 
touching the other affaires ol the realme, as the reloꝛmati⸗ 
mn ol the Clergte, of the treaſure, eaſie ſubſidies, tributes, 
andtallages , ſetteth downe oꝛdinances and cauſeth thereof 
witings to be made. The Commiſſioners xaſſignes bar- 
ken vato the Rings doubtfull Oꝛation with a merry and 
gutonical caumtenance,⁊ with many flattering woꝛds has 
ung pzatied hun in whoſe ouerth2ow x vndwing they were 
aſembled andfwo2nc;. demanded a certaine time to deter 
mne vpon it; And in the mcane while p this was a doing 
net witbout the great expecation of. all men, ludos homi- 
ih devs flicit, they feeds the king onely with fancies; © 

The Suſe fearing that the Petriee:(pzonoked with fo

Cardinal his bother and the Arch: biſhop oł Lyons the 
chiefeft. Unto them and vnto ſome ſelw other he declareth 
and ſheweth in what ſtate his matters ſfande , ſayth that 
al things are bꝛought to ſome effect, that nothing is obſtant 
but the Pꝛintce only, beſides that he was duiuen to ſuch er⸗ 
tremities; that epther hee o2 the king muſt periſh. That 
they therefoze ſhouldſee, whether he were to be diſpatched, 
- oz untill ſuch times impꝛiſoned till all thinges were confir- 
med and eſtabliſhed foz a new gouernement. And that there 
was no other meane oꝛ medium to be found. They try all 
that this is not to be delayed, that fetters and pꝛiſon are al- 
together vnpꝛoſitable, that no cane oꝛ denne how depe ſo⸗ 
euer, were able to kerpe cloſe ſo great and mightie a poten 
tate, as long as he liued would alwapyes thirſt aſter re⸗ 
uenge, but as ſone as he ſhould be diſpatched, that new 
deuiſes ſhould be pꝛactiſed, newe coumſels taken, and that 
.euery man would rather fall againe to their pꝛiuate, p!e- 
ſent, and ſure commodities, then to attempt olde and dan / 
gerous enterpꝛiſes. But contrariwife it he were kept pu 
ſoner, it would ſerme cruell and ſtrange vnto the common 
people, and altogether vntollerahle. Chat they ol lateaf- 
ter the kings flying away from Paris, hadfound andlear- 
ned by orperiente that pittie pꝛeuailed moꝛe then ſau, 
Finatip that hereupon they nerded not long to beate their 
bꝛaines: but that hee was to be conuaped away and dil 
patched out of harde, Þereunto they all condeſcend. Now 
vpon the death-oftheir Loꝛd the ſeruantes determine, the 
anmnointed of the un and reuereuted of ſo many Nations 
is bequeathetivitto their diondte ſoꝛdes. The dap nowe 
appoluted, and theit deſperate wickedneſſe ſealed with a 
oth, they all depart. It was notneedefull to haue any be 
wꝛaying herent, fo2 it was nat vnknotwen, but vnto them 
which-wereremaued int the vtmolt partes of-Curop?, 
that .this was the Guiſespzetence , and had bene long 
ſince. To whatend tended elle the arming of his rebellious 
handes; fo often againſi his Pꝛince: But certaine it is that 
he was atuertiſedbpthe Duke de Mayne yet ___ 
| 10 
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others vngodly pꝛactiſes wyth theſe wo2ds:that his Ma- 
leſty ſhould take herde of a furious and deſperate mind. And 
ane of the conſpiratoꝛs (as it is molt alwapes ſene in ſuch⸗ 
ae actions) moued in conſcience, diſcloſed vnto his Maieſty 
the whole conſpiracie, the day appointed, the tokens, the 
tonſpiratoꝛs themſelues: but in ſo ſhoꝛt a tyme, that he had 
ſcarce oppoꝛtunitie to eſcape this imminent daunger , The 
king now deſtitute of al meanes of deliberation,and beaten 
wpth his owne rod, oucrth2owed not the conſpiratozs,but 
prevented them in one day. 

There was hope that this burning fire of ciuill bꝛoples 
ſhould haue bin quenched, ſering that the flaming toꝛches of 
theſe tumults were now extinguiſhed. And it pleaſed God, 
firtus, that France ſhouldnowe enioie peace, but not thy 
Holineſſe . Hereupon the conſpiratoꝛs, who were not the 
better, but the greater parte beganne to hang downe theyz 
heades, to ſcekc holes to hide themſelues, and thꝛough feare 
to runne to their holdes and places of defence. One parte 
gaue ouer their enterpꝛiſe, and bꝛake their faith giuen. But 
ſhoꝛtly after when they ſaw, that the Pꝛince by ſome fatall 
anddiſaſterous lenitie, vſed no further rigour againſt them, 
that he was ſatiſffed wyth the puniſhment ol two only, that 
he had but impꝛiſoned ſire, and had ſent away the reſt vn- 
touched: and that the ſiege of Oꝛleans which her had be- 
gume to batter but ſlackely, was rayſed by the comming 
ofthe Payne. Then ſuddenly they beganne to runne as 
mad men, beganne to ſtrike alarme, to ſurpꝛiſe Citties, 
tollaunder the name and credite of their Pꝛince, wpth di⸗ 
verſe outragious ſpeaches: To diſanull and aboliſhe the 
Lawes, the Magiſtrates, and all that was ropall in the 
Realme, all that was ſacred and auncient, and to induce 
newe, ſtrange, andintollerable ozdinances ., Finally , d2i- 
nen wyth a ſenſleſſe fury, to exerciſe tyꝛanny and crueltie a- 
gainſt themſelues:inſomuch, that almoſt no Citie oꝛ towne 


hath eſcaped, their owne Citizens maſſacres, robberies, 
%aihments, pꝛoſeriptions, and pet farre greater cruelties 
then the enemy himlelfe coulde 2 imagined 
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34  ANTISIXTYS, 
thꝛough a iuſt iudgement of God, iuſtly taking vengeance; 
loꝛ ſo many murthers , ſheading 1 and 
\mumrcrable villanies by them committed. And by tiece 
meanes, a moꝛe deſpcrate,and blodie warre then euer wag 
befoze, is nowe renewed . The Papne who a little befoze 
had berne the bewzapcr and accuſer of his bꝛothers treaſon, 
is choſen chicfe of theſe inraged and deſperate companies, 
Whercuppon ſuddenly the whole Realme beginneth to re⸗ 
bell. And truly (freely J would haue it to be ſpoken) by the 
kings owne fault ,who euer had retccted al god, wholſome, 
and p2ofitable counſell, befoꝛe he was dꝛiuen to theſe extre⸗ 
mities. Paris gane vnto the reſt an example of rcbellion,ag 
it was reaſon, ſhe being the firfk, inriched with ſundꝛp giſts 

of kings, and the imperiall of the Kealme . All the reſt fol 

towed; few onely excepted. And as they were befoꝛe ſtriving 
who ſhonide be moꝛe affectionated vnto his pꝛince, ſo nowe 
they contend who ſhal exceed in outragiouſnes againſt him, 

And to the end that nothing ſhould be wanting to the lulnes 

of their treacherie, they require and ſa ke fo2 thy arthoꝛitie 

Sixtus, ſoꝛ the iudgements of the diuinc a, foꝛ the conſent of 

the clergie, and al was pꝛeſentliy at their command. UAiban, 

one of the Magiſtrates in Paris, demaunting in the full af 
ſemblie of thoſe of the Soꝛbonne, Whether the French- 
men could be godly and honeſtly releaſed from tt eit 
othes made vnto the king. Anſwere was made, that they 
could. This anfwere is bzoug5t vnto the Magiſtrate, and 
with dzawne ſwoꝛds is eonunaimbed foiapp2wue the ſame. 
Che Senat flatly denieth ſuch a wicked ade to be lawful x 
woꝛthy of the ancient lopaltie of Frante. And ſitting alittle 
vpon it, the mutinous people bꝛake opt the gates of the pal 
tace,and ſeiſe not vpon one oꝛ two of the Magiſlrates, but 
vpon them all, and caſt the whole bench in pꝛiſon, the one! 
maieſtie ofthe Realme, Pꝛeſently a newe Coonſellis <0 
fen, which appꝛwuing the anſwere of the vngod!y diumes 
diſthargeth the peopty of their othes : thuſt the king out 
his kingdome. The Clergiecommendeth this new coune

vn rlentiy hefeupori the fopte uf the Popesfhurdertolt 
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ts heard, rowling from the high Capitoll, and thꝛeatening 
ſo:thwyth,as they ſapde, the ouerth;owe of all the pzinci- 
pallmountatnes of France, 3 

In the peare 15 8 9. the king beeing at that inffant at 
Blois, tydings was brought vnto his Pateſtie, that Paris, 
Koan, Lions, Tholouſe, and the cities ofthe Realme were 
l reuolted, and that not one was remaining which was 
not infected with ſome notable treacheric. It was told vnto 
his maieſtie alſo how Baiſac, Boidaulphin, and the loꝛde 
Chaftre, whom he had ſuffred to goe home untouched vpon 
their othes vpon the Guyſes death, had bꝛoken their pꝛo⸗ 
mite ſo ſolenmely confirmed, & were reuolted to the enimp. 
Pozeoucr , that the Spanpard, the Italian Princes, the 
Dukes of Lo2ame and Sauop, together with the inraged 
furious people hadſ\w.2ne the Guiſes reuengement. That 
he was not in ſafety in Bloys, whereſoeuer be turned him⸗ 
felfe; that all places were ſurpꝛiſed, and vntruſtie . That at 
the one ſide the conſpiratoꝛs did pꝛeſſe him, at the other ſide 
the king of Nauarre wyth a great power came to innade 
the rralme, being alreadie at Samure, and had taken all 
the cities thereabout. | 

Abe king thus croſt with ſa many troubles and aduerſt- 
ties at once,penſiue what to do, and put aſide from al other 
hope, is fo2ced to apply the vttermoſt remedy to an extreme 
loze + diſeaſe, and that which he had neglected in the ful pꝛol⸗ 
pcrity of his wealth, power, and gouernment,craueth now 
voluntarily, being almoſt diſpoſſeſſed of his crowne ⁊ king- 
tom. Calleth(not without gods appointment) to his aid the 
king of Nauarre his moztall enimp but his moſt neceſſarie 
_ andp2ofitable friend, if lang befoze he had ved him. He, al- 
though greatly intured and offended, although ſo oftentimes 
at the Gupſes requeſt, by Him aſſaulted with war:p2eſently 
bnlokedfoz, commeth to the king his bzother,, with a cho- 
in armp, not onlꝝ great in number, but alſo in valo2,ſo that 
eucry comon ſouldier might haue ſupplied the rome of anie 
officer , A great change is nowe againe to be ſeene: fo2 at 
the arriuall of this migbtie 5 vnloked foz 2 
2 


the hearts of all the god, being herewith mcourag:d, and ol 
the conſpiratoꝛs terriſied:de Maine himſelfe to repꝛeſſe and 
ſtay by his pꝛeſence the common repoꝛt of the people, com; 
plaining already againſt the intollerable inſolences ol the 
ſouldiours, and feeling a dearth of all maner of vicuals and 
neceſſaries, commonly the only cauſes of vpꝛoares and ſedi- 
tions in great cities) is conſtrained to returne again to Pa⸗ 
ris, with his mutinous companies which hee had bꝛought 
from thence into the territozies of Tours, to place them e. 
ucry where in garriſons , His departure was not vnlike a 
cowardly running away,the N. of Nauarre following hun 
ſo nere vpon his herles, that he put al the hindermoſt of the 
# all ſtraglers to the ſwoꝛd. His maieſty in the meane time 
fo2tified with a power of Switzers, 4 incoꝛaged with ſome 
god ſucceſſe againſt the rebelles, commeth in perſon in his 
camp, and marcheth directly to Paris with al his foꝛces, to 
puniſh them foꝛ their treacherie rebellion. Help commeth 
to him from all parts, his bands increaſe dayly in number, 
fame, and power, The ſtate of the realm thus ſubdenly chã⸗ 
ged (as the hearts of men are commonly inconſtant and 
waurcring) the chiefe cities beginne to intreate vpon peace: 
the German and Italian Pꝛinces, to ſend ambaſſadoꝛs, to 
wiſh wel to his . to pꝛomiſe him mony and inen, and ſome 
of the firſt conſpiratoꝛs alſo thꝛough diſpaire flie to his mer- 
cy. All thinges finally, fal contrarp vnto the Guiles crpec- 
tatios,now out of all hope to loke any moꝛe, as long as the 
King liued, ſoꝛ any condition of agreement, oꝛ ſurety of life, 

The conſpiratoꝛs all begin to tremble at this new and 
ſuddame chaungement doubtfull what to doe, oꝛ to vnder- 
take: pet the ring-leaders of the rebellion aſſemble togither 
incounſelt , to determine vppon the extremitie of their af- 
faires. One among the reſt , whoſe name ſhall be know- 
en and ſpꝛead abꝛoade by his execution, declareth the dau 
ger wherein they line, what they haue in France leſſe tru 
ſtie. That the minds ol the nobilitie were mutable and in⸗ 
conſfant, falling alwapes on foꝛtunes ſide, That the feare- 
full Cities coulde not be kepte faithfull vnto them, = — 
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they were partakers ol the like rebellion and treachery, +: 
iflibcrty were giuen vnto them, that ere long they woulde 
renolte to the king again. That the cleargie was cduetous 
and neuer did giue but little of their own vnto their kings, 


that therefoze there was but ſmall hope that they. woulde 
gine moꝛe vnto them that could and might but intreate foꝛ 
it, That this was their caſe at home: from abꝛoad leſle 
hope was to be loked foꝛ. That the Spaniard was ode, 
carcfull foꝛ the quietneſſe of his owne familv, vnto whome 
t was moꝛe ſurer, that France were troubled; then viur⸗ 
ped by any, but himſelfe, That the Italian Pꝛinces were 
circmnſpect and wiſe, and thofe of Germany conetous and 
niſers, That the Pope was ſubtill, crafty,andinconftant, 
qriedy fo: his own gain, + turning with euery blaſt of Foz-. 
tune, That therefoze all his hope ſtode in himſelfe, if they 
hadanv.ged ſucceſſe that they ſhould want nothing, but 0-4 
therwiſe; that they needed not to loke foz any help x ſalety 
but in their heeles and flight. Finally that by the death of 
one King all their affaires might bee repaired; and that on- 
— and labaꝛed, how & by what meanes 
the Pꝛince was to be diſpatched oꝛ murthered. That there 
was no other remedie fo2 the redzeſſe of their diſtreſſed e⸗ 
tate · Hereunto they apply all their witte and induſtry, and 
there are not lound wanting ſome, who offered themſclues 
to be miniſters of this villanous trecherp. Many are ſolici⸗ 
ted and pꝛouoked thereunto by great pꝛomiſes, accoꝛding 
u they had a quickneſſe of hand to perfame ſuch an act, ⁊ 
adeſperate audacitie of mind to dare vndertake it. Amongſt 
chem al, Sixtus, is ſound Clement they welbeloued, a Fri⸗ 
ar Jacobin, fit and ready fo2 ſuch a trecherous enterpꝛiſe, 
pet truſting not ſo much vppon his-owne boldneſſe, wherin 


notwithſtarwing hee greatly did excell all his felow-friars: - 


then knowing that Friars, but chtefely thoſe of his oꝛder, 
hadalwates had a free acces vnto his Pateſty, wher other 
berie ſeldome were admitted but at certaine how2s, This 
rom his pouth ol hauing beene bꝛought vp in the monaſte⸗ 
ar pozely, hath giuen 1 notable _— 
3 is; 
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his vmgodly inclination and vide diſpoſition (which my 
haue heard out of the Deanes owne mouth) and foꝛ his 
lewdneſſe, by their o2der of diſcipline hath bene often di; 
uerũly prunthed, yet nothing to his amendement, was moſt 
often taken in ſtews and whoꝛe houſes, oſtentimes aſſaic 
to runne awav. No godlineſle, piety, oꝛ learning hec had, 
no not ſo much as the knowledge of the French letters, 
which auy wapcs might h ue cone: ded him. Which 3 
think gad to be ſpaken ol this accurſed murtherer, that our 
poſterity map iudge, whether thy woꝛds are woꝛthy of a 
ſacred mouth, that doth not make God only bimſelfe p;iny 
of mantlaughter, (pardon J craue O Ichoua) but farther 
doſt pꝛeſume to ſap, that he hath communicated vnto a del⸗ 
perate bloudſhodder the giſtes of his ſpirite, and ſuch moti- 
ons of the minde, which haue beene graunted only vnto his 
P2ophctes and Apoſtles: This Friar nowe ſent out of 
Paris, gocth directly to the Campe, vppon this pꝛouiſo 
notwithſtanding, that all thoſe that were ſuſpected to bee 
of the Ringes ſie; ſhould be kept faſt within the Cittie, 
whcrevppon his life did ſtand altogether. Whoſe whom 
hee met firſt, tode them, that he b2zought letters and wꝛi⸗ 
tings lrom tertaine Pariſtans who were greatly affectio- 
nated and known vnto the Ring, that they contained mat⸗ 
ters of great impoꝛtance. And that hee beſides had other 
things, to be diſcloſed vnto none but vnto his Maieſty:her⸗ 
uppon was h2ought-vnto the king with like facillity, as all 
the rett or his o2dtx were beſoꝛe. Greeteth the king but ri⸗ 
ſen, and pet ſcarſe ready, and at ſuch a time, as he was wot 
to bee alone, deliuereth the letters, the which when his P. 
had peruſed, demanded him what newes he bꝛought. Lhe 
Friar falleth vpon his knees (the king at that pꝛeſent ſit⸗ 
ting in a chaire; and inclining his eare to hear what hee 
would ap) ſtabbed him with a knife which he had made ? 
pdiſoned fo; that purpoſe. The pꝛinte hereuppon crieth out, 
the Lowes pꝛeſently come running into his chamber, alter 
many wounds ſlap this curſed and moſt miſerable i 
Clemens, as allo hum that came with him, * 
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king did moſt earneſtiy fo2bid it, fo2 to learne by then, 
the oder ot the conſpiratie, the fegnes, tokens, and conſpir 
rato2s , who i they were knowen, as no douute thep 
Hal be yet hereafter: J cannot tell, Sixtus, whether 
thou ſhalt bee able to ſhake ſrom thy ſouldiers the ſuſpition 
ofthis bloudy crime, oꝛ at the leaſt to haue beene the in 
ventoꝛ of this vngodly counſell But the authoꝛ of truth 
hath kept it to himiſclfe till the time of thy pimifhment. 
Great heauineſſe and fo:rowe was ſecne in al the Campe, 
but greate toye among the ennemy, whoſe reioyſing voi- 
tes were hearde at that inſtant, demanding one ol another 
whether the Friars knife was ſufficiently ſhavpe o2 not. 
The Ning thus wounded was laid in his bed, wher he peck 
ded vp his ghoſt vnto God the next night following, hauing 
b:foze made his will and ſet al things in good o2der, 
Here haue you hearde the ende of this mighty Pꝛince, 
and here may you beholde as in a loking glaſſe, the duer⸗ 
thꝛowe of a whole Realme .. J ſee many thinges in it 
to bee lamented: TAhereſoeuer F turne my ſelfe, J can 
perteaue nothing but a dzeadfull hoꝛrour , a cruell, and 
blouddy ſpectacle. ,. pet nothing moꝛe heauilp doth pꝛeſent 
telle aloꝛe vs, then thing Oꝛation, Sixtus, an ouer⸗ 
plus to the common griefe , Farre bee ſuch a ſhame 
from vs (lette it ſuffice vs, to haue loſt a good Pꝛince, 
and that by our owne fauite and negligence) as to ſuf- 
ler the name of the dead to ber llandered and delamed. and 
the Momunenta of ſo many woꝛthv ads deſtroyed. Ther⸗ 
loc J demand freft of thee Sirtus, by what lawes that 3 
ch ul contend with there! With Chꝛiſtian lawes 2 But 
what haſt thau to doe with Chꝛiſt, whoſe birth and 
burialt thou flandcreſt with a moſt deteſtable nuuthe⸗ 


ters: compartſon: 2 With the lawes ol nature? diit 


by what bandes ol nature can ber vpholden the main⸗ 
tainer of willfull murther⸗ Howe then, with the ti- 
ul lawes: The ſtatutes of Pꝛinces and the ciuill lawes 
haue enaded diuers and ſeuere puniſhmentes vnto thote 
that offended but by chaunce; hut vnta thoſe that reuenged 
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40 ANTTSIX TVS, 
their pꝛiuate quarrell by their own authoꝛitie, fearful toꝛ⸗ 
ments. What puniſhments doe they alot then vnto thoſe 
who violat + ouerthꝛom thewelfareafa common wealth, 
tralyalmoſt incredible. But J fee that J am conſtrained tg 
ſeeke ont new lawes to deale with ther, Jam ready foz it. 
Thou the autoꝛ of new offences , ſhalt be mp lawe and 
witnefle;Europe the court, and he teanens the Judges, 
and vpon theſe equaliconditions J will pleade againſt thee, 
Come then and hearken firſt vnto this, It ſermeth verie 
ſtraunge vnto mee, and therefoze make! me ſomewhat bet⸗ 
ter acquainted with it, that thou ſs oftentimes vlurpeſt the 
woꝛde of Gods iudgement. Could not this ſuffice thee, 
to know God to ber the beſt ol all godneſſe? but to ſay that 
her willed ſuch a deteſtable and wicked act. In derde we 
ſee cucrie where his wonderful iudgements: and we know 
that P2inces the larger their gouernement hath bene, 
the greater accounts they haue to make. Beſides if kinges 
had committed any offence, that not onely themſelues did 
mart foꝛ it, but ſometimes all their ſubiects felt the puniſh⸗ 
ment thereof. Both is to be ſcene in the holie Scriptures, 
A will not deny, but that this pzince hath ſuffercd deſerucy 
puniſhment; if thou doeft regard God onely, in whoſe cies 
all thinges-are coꝛrupt, naught, and croked, nothing 
entire, oꝛ vndefiled,. But leaue the indgement hereof vnto 
Ood, not vnto thy ſelfe,Sirtus,. ow knoweſt thou whe- 
ther this is in ſterde of a bleſſing and benefit, which thou 
thinkeſt to be a curſe and a puniſhment. Did not Joſias al- 
ſo die an vntimely death; doth not God moſt often cal them 
firſt vnto him whom he loueth; Are tirants not ſeene often- 
times to raigne and line longeſt: and god pꝛinces ſeldome 
come to great age? Superſluous, nay to curoius it were, 
Sixtus, to ſearch x exam theſe things, moꝛe impious to 
tudge them. But let it be ſo, J grant this vnto thæ. Shall 
therkoꝛe the excuſe and cloake of Gods indgement,p2otec x 
defend p cauſe of a murtherer-the king of France fo2 his cf: 
fences hath deſerued ſome heaup puniſhment af Gods hats 
8 — 5 be is to he accounted PRs 
ous 
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famous, happp, and wozthy the title of an Emperoꝛ, who- 
faeuer of the common people the moſt abiect and vileſt, ſhall 
haue murthered his Pꝛinte! Then with thee that ſonne 
| ſhall be accounted innocent, that is a reuenger of his fa- 
thers offence by his fathers death: and the indignation cf 
thoſe childꝛen eſtermed iuſt ſpilling the bloud of their pa- 
rentes in Gods quarrell, What ? is he woꝛthy any longer 
tobe reuerenced and honoꝛed with the title ol a father, who 
keth the example of naturall affection violated and quite 
ertinguiſhed ! Here with thou art touched Sixtus, but wher⸗ 

faeart thou ſo ſone afeard, thou haſt no cauſe pet to trem- 

ble, theſe are but topes and trifles, come but nere , fo to 

heare that which ſhall not make thee pale, but altogether 
ſenſeleſſe. Let firſt the lawes of bloud and nature, which 

are the ſacred bandes of humaine ſocictie depart and goe a⸗ 

ſide, foꝛ as long as they are pꝛeſent J haue no reaſon to 

ſpeake any woꝛd at all. I grant againe that it is lawfull by 

thy lawes to kill parents condemned by tudgement,and an 
eecutioner not to be wanted in the citie,as long as y offen 

ders ſonne is found pꝛeſent. Let thy iudge then pꝛonounte 

| ſentence and ſap, That lawfully the ſonne may kill the 
father, but let hun adde vnto it at the leaſt, accuſed,noted, 
and condemned of a notoꝛious offence , as an enemie vnto 
the comon wealth, that by theſe meanes the pꝛiuate lawes 
ofa familie may be diſanulled, by thoſe which concerne the 
publike vtilitie. But contrariwiſe if thou deſtroyeſt the 
publike conumoditie bp a publicke offence , away with thy 
lawes, foꝛ thep cannot be erogated with the welfare of a 
common wealth. Let vs now ſe then: Here lyeth wallow- 
ing in his bloud, not the father of a pꝛiuate familie, but hee 
ta great kingdome: not the griefe of one houſehold, but 
the heauineſſe and ſoꝛrow of a whole realme moſt treche⸗ 
| roullp pꝛocured. And pet doeſt thou commende this! and 
| aveſt that he is murthered woꝛthely ! Mell let it be ſo, 
ſo that he koꝛ whom we mourne be to woꝛthy foz to die al⸗ 
ter ſuch a marmer. But what was the offence in the re⸗ 
nenge whereof, the diuine, 1 ciuill, the common, and pꝛi⸗ 
uate 
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uate lawes did ceaſe andloyter 2 Thou ſayſt that he hath 
commanded Lodouick the Cardinall the Guiſe his b:other 
to be executed, whoſe conſecrated head was not to be tous 
ched but only by full authoꝛitie from the Biſhop of Nome. 
Thou cruell beaſt doſt thou ſay that it is not lawfull fo a 
King, ruling onely by Gods grace and authoꝛitie to puniſh 
traptoꝛs againſt his aieſtie, and conuicted ſo oftentimes 
to haue troubled the publike peace? and that it is permitted 
vnto a graceleſſe Friar to ſtabbe a Pꝛince, fo2 to haue iuſt⸗ 
ly executed a Cardinall 2. What ſay ye to this O ve Pꝛin⸗ 
ces ol Europe, vpon whole neckes this crucll and bloudie 
A pon treadeth. af he were to be puniſhed, it was not to be 
done alter that oꝛder, witneſſes were to be pꝛoduced, the 
offender was to be heard, iudges to be choſen 4 no haſt was 
to be made vpon the execution of ſo great a Potentate, Ag 
if he wanted witneſſes, by whoſe ambition now 2. peares 
together France hath berne diſquieted with ciuill warres: 
but his execution was to be delaped, to what end: To the 
troubling of god men, to the murthering ef his Prince, z to 
the ruine and ouerthꝛo of the whole realme, all which but 
a day befoze was pꝛeuented. But heare ſirha,by what law 
doſt thou exempt thy diſciples of common iuſtice moꝛe then 
any other? Foꝛſoth that the lawes ſhould ſhew rigcur a- 
gainſt euery poꝛe w2etch foꝛ euerp ſmall treſpaſſe, x that it 
ſhould be lawfull, vnto Pꝛieſts, Biſhops, and Cardinals to 
commit great and haynous crimes without oſtence: That 
Pꝛinces oꝛdinances ſhould haue no iuriſdiction ouer them? 
If they offended that they ſhould make lawes fo2 their own 
purpole: The example plcaſeth me, and verelp J thinke it 
to be lo altogether, after the ſaping of the Euangeliſt, that 
we ſhauld floſlow the woꝛdes but not the wo2ies of thoſe 
that ſit in the cheare ol Poyſes. But hee, Sixlus, that 
was both God and man, thy better and greater, iconed 
not to appeare befoze the tribunall ſcate of an carthly 
Judge, and being bꝛought into iudgement, complapned 
not of the Judge. James and Andꝛewe Apoſtles, and 
Saint Stephen a Partpꝛ, haue ſubmitted them 2 
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nder the lalbe, And Saint Paule being impziſoned defen- 
dednothis libertie by the pꝛeeminente of an Apoſtle, but 
— a Citizen ol Rome. But Jknowe what 
wilt aunſwere hereupon that Chꝛiſt and his Apo- 
— — as the Church hath at this 
day., it is true: Well, ſeeing that the blinde and ignoꝛant 
ages haue oꝛdained this, let vs beare the burthen which 
ur anceſto28. haue layde vpon our ſhoulders. let the Cler⸗ 
ne reioyce in her freedome , but let them exerciſe their li- 
bertie of offending onely betweene and vpon themſelues, 
ud let Punces and their ſubiectes be ſafe from their auda⸗ 
citie, and the common wealth voyde of treacherie and 
uch like diueliſh p2actiſes. It not, heare our lawes and 
the ſeuere oꝛdinances of our Ringes, who haue exempted 
alwapes from pour pꝛiuiledges, publike crymes and offen- 
tes of treaſon, and ſuch other like conſpiracies which might 
tume to the damage of the common wealth. Heare the 
wozdes of thy medereſſoꝛ Innocent. Q de Eccleſia 
aliquem exemerit, vel in ipſa eccleſia, vel loco, vel cultui, 
bacerdot ibus, &. . aliquid iniuriæ import auerit 
ad inſtar.

das permitted vnto Nicholas the fift in the Church a- 
gainſt-Pozcarius and Sarra, both famous knightes ol 
Rome, vnto Pius againſt Carrapha and 2 
nalles, againſt Palian and Alphius noble. Carles of 
Aale, which vnto many other: ue n e 
to be bene in diuerſe places: nay vnto thy ſelfe - that 
haſt ſcene Rome flowing with running ſtreames al bloud, 
and many Noble mens heads to ſtand vpon poales — 
the gates of the Cittie . But loe pet once A am niſtabi 
am nowe the thirde time , confefle that thou

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Without doubt it was ahapncus offence fue a King 
to haue puniched a Cardinal, although a rebel, atraytoz, 
laving ambuſhes to murther his Pzince, tempering poyſon 
todiſpatch him, heyring villaines to perloꝛme the derde. Al 
theſe are purged & quite waſht away with the ſacredople 
of Chꝛiſme, wherewith whoſoerier is annointed is ſet fre 


fo2 euer from all authoꝛitie and ſecular power, He there⸗ 
fo2e that ſhall haue touched but with his leaſt finger, one 
ſealed with this noble and woꝛthy caractar, J affirme with 
ther, that God himſelle is not able to deliuer him fromdan- 
ger. But likewiſe grant this vnto me, Sixtus, that all 
theſe offences, llanders, and accuſations. where with in 
great heapes thou chargeſt the king, are contapned and 
included in the death and execution of both the Guiſcs, and 
this oneip excepted, him to be altogether blameleſſe and in 
nocent: which if thou doſt grant me, J demand of ther like- 
wiſe, whereſoze dioſt thou not only fazetcll long beloꝛe the 
dolefull kinde of death ol this Pꝛince, but didſt wiſh fo: it. 
Wherefoze calleſt thou Ioioſa and Lenocurtius Carti- 
nals, and him of Paris witneſſes of thy vnluc kly ſonth-ſap- 
ing: what curſe ol ther had the poze Pꝛinte deſerued, at 
that time when thou didſt ſer Ioioſa and Lenocurtius > 
At that time the Gupyſes were not pet executed, Nauarre 
was not pet ſent fo2, no truce was made with the Here⸗ 
tikes: foz what occaſion then, as a diſmall and filthy Dwte 
didſt thou foꝛeſhow an vnaccuſtomed and ſhamefall end of 
his lit? Did not he pꝛoclaime warre againſt the Here⸗ 
tikes in the peare 85 2 Mas not the Guiſe made chicke 
of the whole armie, to the ruine, and ouerthꝛowe ol the 
whole Realme 2 Were not the Germaine foꝛces diſcomfi- 
ted? what was there omitted? becauſe he would not foz- 
fake and be depoſedfrom his crowne, and goe to pꝛiſon, be- 
taufe he would not commit the gouernement of his realne 
vnto the Guyfe, —— the Spaniard : onely therefoꝛe by 
a pꝛettie alluſion deffinated hum fo an ertreame 
punithment as the — name and family. Thou ſcoꝛ: 
ner and mocker of our grieſe, come hether: wilt _ — 
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abut with hightcrowes to mollifie thy woꝛ ds, and hinder 
with a ubtil eloquence the deſerned rigoꝛ, + puniſhment due 
to a hainous offence? By theſe means thou defileſt moſt fil- 
thely the remembꝛante ol him, whom ſo long foꝛ his diſtent, 
in his woꝛthy actes both done at home and abꝛoade, the de⸗ 
ſtinies of this Realme haue aduanced to imperiall dignitie 
andpzomotion , and ſo thou requiteff him with ſlaunders, 
by whoſe arandfathers and aunceſtoꝛs thy fea hath bene 
overcharged and laden with irmumerable benefifes . Heyda 
virtus,thy aduice pleaſeth mer, and thy witte woꝛthie one⸗ 
pol ſuch a high 1Biſhop as thou art. But here J appeale 

into all theſe Pꝛinces that are lining at this time, and alfo 
into them that ſhall hereafter come to reade theſe our wzts 
tings, that they may acknowledge with mer, the wonder- 
ul udgements of the Loꝛde, and the mackettes and chan⸗ 
es of fickle foꝛtune.

The haly Riſhop of Rome me denounceth b Apoftoli- 
call * . hath opened the wn of heauẽ 
to Iames Clement, for to haue murdred the moſt chi- 
ſtian King of France, and that vnto the dead body of 
the King worthely, the pampe of funeralles, and. the 
honour of burjiall may be denied: yea, that leſſe .

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praiers 2 ſonges · For to haue denied vnto th 
Guyſes the' goueruement of the Regime ar: his re- 
queſt . Therefore what King ſoeuet, whether he be 
an Heretic ke or Catholicke, if preſently he diſpoſeth 
not his Crowne at the pleaſure of the high Prieſt „,. to 
diue it vnto him, vnto wheme it ſhall bee comman- 
Ted him, let him looke for no beiter end in this lite, 
and in the life to come. And whoſoever ſhall haue op- 
preſſe d, by ſu ord, or poi ſon, ſecreily, or opẽly, valiant- 
, or by deceit, any Prince, Emperor, or Monarch, noc 
obaying our ſacred thunderbolts, Let him as a ſtarra 
with a new ſhining light, increaſe che number of: the 
ſtits in the firmanient.

What neede haue wer ol thee ( O Chꝛiſt) if eternal 
life can be obtained not by thy bloud, but by that of Kinges 
and pꝛinces, il not by a croſle,but a knife the wap of heau# 
isopened vnto Friars: af nl 

Let the ghoſts of Luther and Calain come fo hear this; 
that by theſe topful newes and tidings they map eale at the 
kaſt, and mittigate the griefe of their paines if they ſuffer 
my. But now I come from the footepath vnto the higly 
wap againe. It ſemeth but a matter ofnothing vnto Sir⸗ 
tus, to dally with the accuſation of a moſt hainous of- 
fence, vnder the couller ol Gods iudgementes, and vnder 
acounterfaite and fained authoꝛity dꝛawen from the holy 
Scriptures: but he doth adde examples theremito; to the 
end the accurſed traitour might become famous foꝛ euer, ⁊ 
not common onely , and of ſuch ſo:tes of perſons, but 
by whome the aces ol Alexander and Ceſar might bee 
luſtrated and connnended. Jette paſſe willingly that 
which hee hath rehearſed af the conception; death and 
teſurrecion of our Lo2de,vngodly to be ſpoken and ſhame⸗ 
full to bee hearde. J muſt pauſe a while befo2e J can giue 
an eare to heare ſuch hoꝛrible blaſphemies. Firlt hee pꝛai⸗ 
eth Eleazarus his notable acte in ſtabbing the beafte, 


Ahereupon he thought that Antiochus was, and lite te⸗ 


F 4 garding 
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garding his owne life, ſo that he with the fall of the El⸗ 
pbant, might kill the rider and himſelfe together. He pꝛai⸗ 
ſeth the manly audacity and courage of Judith, not re pe⸗ 
&ting.her own welfare and honcſtp, ſo that ſhe might with 
the ennemies head, pꝛeſerue the liues, gods, and chaſtity of 
the Cittizens of Bethulia. Hee ertolleth both their zeale, 
conſtancy, and magnanimity, but ſo as the Pocts did He⸗ 
>o2s and AEneas triumphs and victoztes,that the conque- 
rour thereby might reape the moze pꝛaiſe and gloꝛy. he 
commeth pzeſently vnto his ſonne Clement whom he eral- 
teth ſo hie that he ſeemeth to repent himſelle to haue pꝛodu⸗ 
ced theſe vnfit and vnequall examples, and to be angrie that 
foz want ol better, hath bene foꝛced to vſe but weake com- 
pariſons. By theſe meanes let the noble fights and combats 
of Sampſon and Dauld giue place (Sixtus being iudge) vn 
to Cain, Joab,and Judas their infamous treacherics. Let 
there be no difference then whether one killeth, villaniouſlp 
oꝛ valiantlp, a tirant o2 a king, an enemy oꝛ the fathcr of 
his countrey:Let the Captaines who are famous fo? their 
p20weſle, andrenowmed th2zough many victoꝛies be equa- 
led with a Friar but crept out of a caue. And finally let the 
tonſtancy of Partirs be commended by the audacity of a 
murtherer. Jf this will ſtand foꝛ god, why doſt thou not e⸗ 
ſcabliſhe ſtatutes and o2dinances,and like as we vſe Cre- 
goꝛians and Gratians lawes, that we may haue thine alſo 
Sixtus, to depꝛiue vertue of her due pꝛaiſe by them, and vi- 
ces of their deſerued ſhame and punichment: fo2 none are oꝛ 
were euer to be found, that would haue vndertaken the de⸗ 
lente of this ad, thou only excepted. Beſides is not conter- 
ted to vſe a common pꝛaiſe, but to make the fooliſh people 
moꝛe aſtoniſhed, ſheweth mirakles whereby the deuine po⸗ 
wer is argued to haue aſſiſted and furthered this treachery, 
He telleth therefoꝛe how Clement went th2ough the gates 
of the Citty being ſo narrowly beſieged, and thꝛougb the 
watches of both the Camps not marked, oꝛ as one ſhould 
ſap inaiſible, he ſpeaketh this as a wonder, the like wherof 
Judith is not able to baing fozth, although ſhe be ſo wh 
| fLaute, 
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exalted with ſacred poeſies, that ſhe was a woman, that ſhe 
had opened her pꝛetence vnto the Pagiſtrate « the Elders 
ofthe Citie , and that in their companies ſhe went by the 
Sentinels of the Citie without danger, x then after warde 
was bought befoꝛe the watch of the enemie, and laſtly be⸗ 
foe the chiele of the armie,and that by the exquiſite beauty 
ofhcr face ſhe eaſily bewitched the heart and ſenſes of the 
pꝛince which were ouercome already with wine and tuft, 
amd that therefoze all things were readie x eaſie vnto her. 
But that all things croſt the Friar , that in euery thing 
was great trouble and tranell, but yet moze daunger , that 
he alone (ſurely without any bodies helpe oꝛ induction) had 
tonceiued ſecretly the boldneſſe ol this deſperate enterpaife. 
That he had not only to go thꝛough the watches of the en- 
nemie, but by the Citizens ſtraight wardes Sentinels: 
andifhis face, his wo2ds, o2 his pace , had bew2aped there 
any token of vnconſtancie, which oftentimes is ſerne in 
thoſe that doe attempt high and great matters, he had to 
luke foz nothing, but fo2 pꝛeſent death x deſtruction, Mere 
if the letters had beene found about him, he had no leſle to 
feare the like of thoſe that were ignoꝛant of the matter and 
being beſiedged were afeard of cuery trifle. Ho that(as Ho⸗ 
mere ſapth) as Aeneas was carryed by the helpe ol Nep- 
tune out of the battell, enen ſo Sixtus leadeth this Fryar 
though the Citie, the Campe couered with a cloud that 
he could not be ſeene of any body: J maruaile that he hath 
not ſet him vpon the winges ol angels, to carry and bꝛing 
him in ſafetie to the kinges tente. J appeale vnto pour 
authozitie O honourable and reuerent antiquitie : what 
is become of ſhamefaftneſſe » Who thinkes now a dapes 
alieto be a diſcredite 2 Come to heare a hiſtoꝛie + not a fa- 
ble, Clement by a great ſumme ol money, bp further hope, 
tby a notoꝛious harlot was ſolicited , taketh counſell with 
the chicfe conſpiratoꝛs of the kings death, and it is knowen 
now, who were pꝛeſent at that inſtant, who were the coũ⸗ 
ellers, 4 who were the furtherers, Jt were iniurious that 
ar poſterity ſhould be _ t depꝛiued of the —_ of

this truell ac , and (as J hope ere long) of che example 
of the cxetutitn thereof ; They did 'counterfaite letters 
from certaine pꝛiſonners vnto the King; bewꝛaying ſome 
great matters to be declared by the mouth of the Fryar, 
the which when he had receiued, taketh the knite which 
he had made and poyſoned to kill the king withall: and 
goeth out of the Cittie but firſt hauing left charge that 
all thoſe that were ſuſpected might be kept within, that by 
theſe meancs the life ol a blodie murtherer ſhould be in 
faictie with the danger of thouſande innocents, il he ſhculd 
haue fallen a line in the enemies handes. This is the firſt 
part of this miracle, theſe are the diuine motions , this 1s 
the celeſttall inſpiration, and this the infallible argument 
of the pꝛeſent aſſiſtance of Gods power. He commeth in 
the Kings campe no man letting hun, and at that trouble- 
ſome time, vzhen Fryars onel were frer, and had onely 
ſafe conduct to goe where they would themſclues. But 
why goe J about to ſpend my tune in confuting Sixtus his 
lyes, where ſo many blaſphe mies doe offer themiclues be⸗ 
foe me? All theſe are toyes ol the common people. Let e- 
uery mans vertue ſeparate and diſtinguiſh him from the 
common ſoꝛt: but the Biſhop ol Nome let him be knowen 
by his notoꝛious and extraoꝛtinarie villanies. It is an old 
ſaying, where lawfull things are onely permitted vnto go⸗ 
uernours, there they command bo intreatie, a P:icft doth 
net differ from a Lap-man, but onely in libertie of offen- 
ding. It is ſayth hee ( ſpeaking ol the murthering of the 
Paince) a moſt famous, and a memoꝛable act, and not at- 
chieued without the particular pꝛouidente and diſpoſition cf 
the Almightre ( pardon me O cuerlaſting, holy, and omni⸗ 
potent God, pardon me O pietie, and natural aftection,re- 
hearſing woꝛdes which are impious and full of blaſphemic 
what Sixtus if thou hadſt onelp ſapde that this befeil by 
his permiſſion; vnto whom it is caſte to hinder all thinges, 
although it be true, it were not godly, and leſſe godiy fo; 
thee to affirme this that knoweft. not all thinges (hat are 


pꝛeſent, and therefoze the moze that thou calle in witneſk 
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adeſence of thy bal yes, bim wham thou calleff,god

adgimightie; Ves thou Dodo in Iſxzell art thou igna⸗ 


cantof this; that all gwd things are aſcribed vnto God on⸗ 
p, and that all the reſt is attributed vnto our ſelues? Who 
can ſuffer then that vnta the ſune God who is god onely, 
mely omrupotent the blondie offence ol an outcaſt from all 
man kinde is referred? And pet thou doeſt eſterme it but 
{mall to ſave that the King was llaine, not onely by thy 
knowledge, but by thy counſell, not diſſembling at it, 
but commaunding it, and hauing let a ſide all celeſtiall 
andinfernall care, that it hath bene thy will onely and 
pocurement that at thy pleaſure ſuch a hapnous and exe⸗ 


cable murther was committed in France, Doe the hea⸗ 


uns heare this and ſuffer it : foꝛ wham are the gulphes of 
the earth, the vnluckie rockes, and the fearcfull whirlpoles 
and derpes of hell referued 2 Lightnings and thunderbolts 
Gould be wanting ik no part of theſe villanies were left vn⸗ 
puniſhed. Nowe long agone my eares are hardened and 
acquainted with theſe execrable woꝛdes. And what is all 
this which J haue ſapde: but vulgar and common, nothing 
wo:thie of high Joue his anger, nothing notoꝛious, no⸗ 
thing pontificiall . J would willingly follow childzens fa- 
ſions when they are to dzinke a medicine: they inuent de⸗ 
yes, thep leaue nothing undone , they turne the cup, and 
oftentimes put it vnto their mouth to taſte it, then they 
hake their heads as if they were angry, they aſke loꝛ ſweet 
things ta ouercome oz to mitigate the bitterneſſe of the po⸗ 
tion, But finally they being wearted with the continuall 
cyings of the ſtanders by, turning their head aſive,+ ſtop⸗ 
ping their noſtrels, do not dzinke the medicine but powze it 
un, Thee hapveneth vnto me at this time; J would iA 
might, Sirtus. date by thy horrible blaſphennics gjmpicus 


wozdes, Where with thou haſt polluted by an abhominable 
compariſon of a moſt vilbunous offence, the holy myſte⸗ 
nes af our Samoꝛs birth and buriall, J would to God that 
Chultian eares had pnly hard it, who are deeper grounded 
denen e begegne aun, ( min ar yo 
751 2 | f lle 
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haue ginen credite fo thy impious Oꝛation, if tt were i 
knowen to the Barbarians Heathen, and Turkes: who 
will hereafter make a mocke of the true Chaiſtiandodrine, 
by thy anthozitie, Sixtus, and example. Art thou not aſha⸗ 
med, that thou, being the Paſtoꝛ of the rede med locke, by 
whoſe guiding it dꝛaweth the water of life out of the holy 
well, whoſe woꝛdes ſhould haue ſounded nothing, but that 
which was ſaina, pure, and godly : that thou the liuely in- 
terpꝛetoꝛ ofthe wꝛitten lawe of God, and the ſcucre puni- 
ther of blaſphemies, and of thoſe that faiſcfie and cozrupt 
the ſenſe of the holy Scriptures , and mo2ecucr of thoſe 
that abuſe , oꝛ vſe to freely woꝛdes taken out of the boke 
of GO WD: J will not ſaphalt deluded the Pꝛophetes 
and Apoſtles , haſt called in doubt the tructh of the hy: 
ſtoꝛie, haſt coꝛrupted the holy Scriptures, w2efted and 
falſcfied them by a falſe interp2etation , by godly exam⸗ 
ples haſt coulloured impious offences, and hall pꝛoteded 


them by thine authoꝛitie, (theſe are but ſmall thinges be⸗ 


cauſe they are vſuall vnto thee ) but to compare the eter⸗ 
nall counſell of the redemption of mankinde , which one- 
lp was committed vnto the ſeconde perſon of the 1 rini- 


tie, onelp of him ſuſcepted, with the vngodly and dete⸗ 


ſtable conſpiracie of the murthering of a Pꝛince: And to 
equall the caſual audacitie of an inraged and bloudie but-

peace 2 Loe ye Chꝛiſtians: if the Sarriſins, the 3ndl- 
ans, and the Barbarous people of Calico, inueigh 
moſt bitterly againſt pou , they haue bozrowed it of 
the Bilhoppe of Rome. Diddeft thou lacke pꝛophane 
eramples, Sirtus, to compare them vnto thy villaynie 
that thou hadff a refuge vnto moſt holy and diuine compa⸗ 
rſons Jam glad, ir Biſhappe, that the wein hath bane 
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yoide bntill thine age of ſuch hainous and publicke mur⸗ 

thers, z that both were reſcrued vnto thy time, to wit hee 
that durſt attempt ſuch a deteſtable acte, and he that was 

not aſhamed to command it. Come foꝛth all vee, whome 

the religious antiquity hath ſeperated from the woꝛlde to 

bee adicted vnto celeſtiall mcditations, whome the ſonne 

neuer ſaw but th2owe ſome narrowe riſtes, being ſhutt vp 

in high walles and iron dozes. Ariſe I ſap and come fo2th- 
Sirtus calleth you vnto villennie, to the · murthering of 
gings and pꝛinces, now the gates are kept no longer by a 
ſcuere and ſrowning poꝛter. And thoſe bars and doꝛes that 
kept you from the frendly imbꝛaſing of pour fathers, and. 
the ſwerte kiſſes of pour aftectionated mothers, are nowe 
frely remoued and opened vnto vou, to ſhed by treacherye 
and treaſon the bloud of pour parents, and deareſt frends, 
J was determined Sixtus, to leaue thy lies, ſurmiſes, and 
falſe accuſations vntouched: But J am pꝛoucked to the 
tontrarie th2ough thy impudency, which deſerueth no ſmal 
indignation, as thoſe may eaſely iudge that are ſomewhat. 
acquainted with our eſtat and affaires. Doſt thou ſap that. 
Monkes and Friars were kild, oꝛ at the leaſt ill vſed in the 
Kings Camp? J woudd to God it had be ene ſo, if it be law- 
filand godly to deſire it. But at the leaſt J wiſh that all 
this idle and vnp2ofitable cattle ſhould haue beene pounded 
amdimpaiſoned : then our Punce ſhould liue pet, woꝛthy ol 
alonger life, and then as a fearfull hare thou durſteſt not 
tread vppon the body of the deadLion, and deride our 
ariefe and miſhappe. As if all the woꝛld knew not that vn⸗ 
to theſe laues he neuer was harde, where as oftentimes, . 
he was vnto his molt familiar friendes ſeuere. Truely his 
vntunelp facility, hath hurt him, hauing had as pet no ex⸗ 
perience how much hipocriſie and deccite there lay hidden 
under a Friars hod. As if thy ſelfe didſt not know that hee 
alwaycs had with him two Friers in his armie, whoſe help 
he alwapes vſed in his diuine ſeruice. Let me be vndon and 
caſt away, if I would not haue wiſht a Friars werde, and 
foſaken my counſellers gowne,ifbp that meancs J coulde

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haue perſwaded him to the beſt, Trulynone were ſo migh⸗ 
ty in the Realm, whoſe welfare and comodity,nap not his 
owne, hee eſteemed not leſſe then theſe peoples delights and 
pleaſures onely. Zhou haſt no lucke, Sirtus, with thy lie 

it will not foꝛge, thou mightieſt moꝛe eaũer haue made the 
woꝛlde beleeue any thing els, The enemy humſelſe dare not 
ſap, that Friars were ill vſcd as long as he liued. Here 3 
woulde make an endif J were but certified of one pointe, 
Reſolue mee, Sixtus, of this, J inquireno further cau⸗ 
ſes of the murthered Pꝛince, it ſufficeth mee to knowe 
that thou haſt commaunded it, thy will ſhall ſtande fo a 
lawe , But wherefoꝛe doſt thou perſecute his ſhadowe, 
wherefoꝛe doeſt thou accuſe him of obſtinacy, impeniten⸗ 
cy: vnthankefulneſle , and to haue finned againſt the ho⸗ 
ly Ghoſt: Whyp doeſt thou compare him with Cain and 
Judas 2 By what iuſtice oꝛ equitie canſt thou doe this: 
when hee lay vppon dis death bedde did hee doubt of Chyi- 
ſtian faith 2 Didhee deny the eucrlaſting Sonne of the 
eternall GD D 2 Math hee neglected the auntient cu⸗ 
ſtomes ofthe Church, and the moſt comfo2table Sacra 
mentes vnto thoſe that lie in their extremity :: Pet once 
againe herein thou art a notable lier  UWWhy doſt thou 
loꝛce mee ſo oftentimes to repeate the remembꝛaunce of 
my bitter griefes 2 It is certaine that the godly Pꝛinte, 
as ſoone as the Phiſitions and Surgeons had bounde vp 
his wounde and had laide hun vppon his bedde , hauing 
a little lepte vppon his patne and griefe , that hee pꝛo⸗ 
nounced with his owne mouth his P2apers , and with 
a londe voice, made conſeſſion of his faith, and ofthe 
feeling which hee had of his redmption: adding there- 
bato theſe woꝛdes vnto G O D. Af it bee to thy glo⸗ 
ry, O G O D, and the commotitie of mp people, 
graunte mee J moſt humbly deſire , firſt pardon ſoꝛ my 
finnes, and then ſome longer dayes of life. But ik it bee 
othcrwiſe , I thanke thee moſt highly, O Father, that 
thou doeſt barre mee hence fo:th from the th2aldeme of 
fine „ whereby wee malte oftentimes _ — 
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math againſt vs. And therefoꝛe J am readie moſt willing⸗ 
to tome where then calleſt me. Haring made an ende 
efhis Pꝛavers he ſendeth ſoꝛ his bꝛether the King of Naz 
narre, and fo2 the chieleſt ol his army, and unto his bꝛo⸗ 
ther he conmmendcth the charge of the Reaune, and the go- 
uernment of his ſubiccts, the Lawes of France, unpoꝛting 
us much: and repeted oftentimes theſe woꝛds, whereby he 
charged hin to haue a ſpeciall care tokeepe Chaiſtes flocke 
invuty and concoꝛd:and as he was heire vnto the crowne, 
that he like wiſe would be heire to godly and ancient inſtitu⸗ 
tions, Defiring this molt earneſtly at his hands with a ſo⸗ 
lmn? pꝛoteſtatiõ, ſhe wing that this had bin his only deſire 
from his childhod, They al depart very ſozrowful, whervps 
heconfeſſeth his ſins in the eare ofa pꝛieſt, 4 hauing craued 
pardon of God fo? his offences, he had a ſenſible feeling, that 
they were foꝛgiuẽ him loꝛ Chꝛiſts ſake, And nowe ready to 
communicate cf his ſacred body openly that al might heare 
t that grace which he had freely recciued ol God in the foꝛ⸗ 
guenes ol his ſins, that ſame he ſrankly imparteth to al his 
enemies, nap to them that had beene the conſpiratoꝛs ol his 
death, e his murtherers. And thus hauing recciuedhis laſt 
due x farewell, departed ioyful x glad out of this woꝛlde, not 
without the great grieſe of all the ſtanders by, bewꝛaying Þ 
inward ſoꝛrowe with outward abundant teares. Here Sir⸗ 
tus, I ſer no tokens of deſperation, no ſignes of impeniten⸗ 
tlie. And J thinke not, that thou art fo farre voyde of al rea⸗ 
ſon as to compare a molt Chꝛiſtian pꝛince vnto N. Saule. 
But let him be copared vet to him, ſo that he heare no bit⸗ 
terer wozds, + ſuffer greater toꝛments. Beholde with what 
woꝛds Gods indignation vpon this mptons king ts expꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed, The ſpirite of the Lo2de is gone from Saule, ſaith the 
pꝛophet: And in another place the Lo2d ſpeaketh unto Sa⸗ 
muel, ſaving, How long wit thou lament ouer Saul, when 
J haue caſt him off that he ſhall not raigne 2 Doth he ſaie, 
that he is miſerable, virhappie, + woꝛthy of eternal damna⸗ 
tion: God foꝛbid When the ſcripture ſpeaketh of his death, 

marke the molt chziſtian woꝛdes ol Dauid, directed vnto- 
the 
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the ypangman , who boaſted, but falſely, that hee. 
wh his tone handes —üU—œ— the battell: 
How waſt thou not afraid to put fo:th thy hand, to deſtroy 
the annointed of the Lo2d? And in many other places, whg 
tall ffretch fozth his hands vpon the Lo2ds amnointcd, and 
ſhall be innocent? Anſwere Sixtus, is not thy oꝛation cry- 
eller whereby thou commanndeſt wilfull and publite mur; 
ther, in p2aiſing it: oꝛ ſap, that this example is. nat to be fo⸗ 
lowed, and to be aboliſhed by thine anthozitie . Saule wag 
ſlaine in the battell, an Amalekite his enemy had dane it, 
here is nothing that was foꝛbidden by lawe, vet the L oꝛde 
bath reuenged the death of his annointed. Ser further what 
the holy Chꝛonicles tell of Joab, and Ammon, being mur⸗ 
thered, although vngodly kings, authoꝛs ofabhominations, 
and hated of God. Ser, reade, and peruſe all the ſacred and 
pꝛophane hiſtoꝛies, and theu ſhalt finde, that not onely the 
lawe ol nature, of men, and aboue all Gods o2dinances, but 
alſo the ſeuere and hoꝛrible examples of the puniſhmẽt ther- 
of, debarre impious and blodie handes, from the annoyn⸗ 
ted bodies of kings and Pꝛinces. Rome fertile alwayes in 
all villanie, hath ſeene of tweluc her Emperoꝛs, eight mur⸗ 
thered wyth the ſwoꝛd, but none vnreuenged. He, Sixtus, 
therefo:e that ſucceedeth ſhall be, J hope, the reuenger, and 
that which thou haſt now long agone knowne by other hi⸗ 
Tozies, thou ſhalt come to learne it ere long by thine owne, 
Auoyde therefoꝛe, thou Biſhop, and be p2owde with this 
anſwere : Go vnto the Indians, os in ſome other coz- 
ner of the wozld, a iuſt puniſhment is re⸗ 
ſerued fo2 the vnder ſome 
greater ennemp. 
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
